HE PARAMOUNT NEED of this age is the production of 
food. Never before in the world’s history has there been 
a more general shortage of food stuffs, a more persistent 
demand for increased production, or a higher range of 
prices for the necessities of life. Beef has been a staple 
food product since history began and will continue to be 
, a prime necessity until the last line of history is written. 
We marvel at the high prices paid for land today and the feverish 
scramble of so many farmers to secure, at the increased prices, 
lands which they did not covet when they could be had for a third, 
or a fourth of their present value. The value of land is determined 
by the price for which its product may be exchanged. I feel safe in 
asserting that the true standard for estimating its value is the 
amount and cost of prime beef into which its grains and grasses 
may be converted. To avoid the mistakes of the Eastern farmers in 
depleting the fertility of the soil by constant “graining” the modern 
farmer has resorted to the raising of stock and the rotation of 
crops. To succeed in conserving the fertility of the soil, the farmer 
of today must convert the products of the farm into beef, milk and 
pork on his farm. 


The breeds and strains of cattle and hogs produced are matters 
of the greatest importance. Before adopting any line of production 
each farmer should carefully consider his own inclinations and capa- 
bilities as well as the capabilities of his lands and the requirements 
of the markets. Every man of good judgment wishes to establish a 
business that will be permanent. This should be the special aim of 
the breeder of registered stock. Every one recognizes the correctness 
of the truism, “scrub cattle have no place on high priced lands.” It 
costs little, if any, more to raise pure bred than it does to raise grade 
cattle. A pure bred male is a necessity on every modern stock farm. 
Whether the herd of cattle or swine be large or small, pure breds 
will pay best. Assuming that the progressive young farmer has 
adopted the production of pure bred cattle as a business, his ambi- 
tion should be to establish a reputation for himself and his herd, that 
will be a prime asset and a guarantee of future success. The great 
captains of industry take pride in establishing, maintaining and 
transmitting to their posterity a reputation for excellence, efficiency 
and probity. 

While not disparaging the other breeds of beef cattle, it seems 
to me that the Aberdeen-Angus is the ideal one for farmers. The 
success of the “Doddies” in the prize ring and on the block proves 
their superiority as beef cattle over all other breeds. Their early 
maturing qualities, their popularity with buyers and their positive 
superiority in the feed lot should be determining factors in favor of 
Angus for farmers everywhere. A few weeks ago I was traveling 
with a young Irish clergyman who recently came to Iowa from his

S MILESTONES ARE PASSED with each succeeding year, 
experiences gained may give cause to pause and review before 
we make the next plans for further expression and development. 


Congratulations are in order to the staff of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal for the improvements in shop material and editorial 
content made during the past year. Investments which may have 
taken courage in the face of a feeling of unrest, yet are expression 
of faith in the future of the breed and a willingness to be ready to 
keep pace with the ever expanding market and possibilities of rapid 
progress. 


As the Aberdeen-Angus Journal starts another year in its in- 
teresting history the National Association approaches the close of 
its 80th year. Indications are that 1953 will be another “Record 
Year for the Breed With a Record.” This issue, the largest ever 
printed by our breed paper is evidence the breeders of the nation 
have faith in the future and is an expression they are ready for 
the profitable years ahead. 


A Successful Sale Season 


As this issue is printed there are three hundred ninety-four 
auctions reported to the National office. This compares with a 
figure of three hundred seventy-nine for the entire fiscal year of 
1952. The general average of near six hundred fifty dollars is the 
highest of any year with the exception of the inflationary years of 
1951 and 1952. Well over twenty-five thousand head of cattle have 
been sold at auctions. If we are only “average” conscious we admit 
the general average is down around two hundred dollars. If we are 
mindful of “quality” we must admit that top quality individuals are 


_ still selling at strong prices, over fifty sales have made an average 


in excess of one thousand dollars. As this story is written forty- 
seven sales totaled $6,531,148.00 out of a total of $15,531,148.00 
reported for three hundred sixty auctions. 


The average number of cattle sold in each auction has shown 
a marked increase and the quality has hardly been as uniform as 
was sold the past two years. Personally, I feel the year’s sales 
business can be termed satisfactory. Management problems are 
playing an ever increasing part in the profit to be made out of 
our business. 

As of May 1, the total membership of the Association was 
25,306, the largest of any beef breed. Over 1600 members have 
joined since October 1, 1952, an indication of the widespread inter- 
est. Cattle purchased at prevailing prices are certain to prove 
profitable. There is a definite turn to an improved-pasture, cow- 
and-calf program.

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Today's Cattle Frontier— 
sien The Southeast 


LTHOUGH the meaning of “frontier” has become almost syn- 
A onymous with the westward expansion of the nation, we find 
that today’s frontier lies not in the West but in the Old South— 
where land reclamation is the byword and quality beef produc- 
tion is its aim. Here the surface of the purebred livestock industry 
has hardly been scratched, and, although the number of registered 
Angus herds in the southland is rapidly increasing, there is room 
for many, many more. 


Once a productive agricultural producer, the south, because of 
early soil erosion and mineral depletion, has bogged down. In late 
years, however, the importance of reclamation and land improve- 
ment has been recognized and today’s challenge lies in the rebuild- 
ing of this land. With grassland farming the key to such land re- 
construction we find quality beef playing a major part in the 
program. 

McKENZIE ANGUS FARMS—Under the ownership of Henry 
and Beatrice Newman, McKenzie Angus Farms feature one of the

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newer herds of the southeast. The farms, situated at Colbert, 
Georgia, about 15 miles northeast of Athens, include nearly 1,200 
acres of gently rolling timber and pastureland. About 400 acres 
still remain in rough brush and timber with some 800 having been 
adapted to grassland farming. The pasture program includes mix- 
tures of sericea lespedeza, fescue, coastal bermuda and rye grass 
as well as crimson clover, one of the southland’s standbys. About 
500 acres of oats is sown in the fall to provide winter grazing with 
about 250 acres of this pasture to be harvested for grain. 


Initial operation of the farms got underway about a year ago 
with the first cattle being purchased in April. Foundation stock 
was selected from such herds as Lorraine Farms, Beaverdam, Ma- 
hrapo, the Wickwire herd and the Senter-Woods dispersion. This 
spring two young bulls were purchased at the Ankony sale along 
with female representatives of the Coquette, Gammer and Georgina 
families. For young bulls the Newmans have selected Ankonian 
3285th, a good son of Eileenmere 1032d, and Ankonian 3533d, a son 
of Homeplace Eileenmere 999th 35. The “1032d” son, line bred to 
Eileenmere 85th, is out of a daughter of the 1941 International 
Senior Champion bull. The “1032d” himself was 1949 International 
Grand Champion while a son, Ankonian 3216th, won the same 
honors in 1952. These two bulls are scheduled to assist the regular 
herd bulls, Eric Zaramar, a grandson of Zar 11th of Ada, purchased 
in the Senter-Woods sale, and Prince of Mahrapo 2d, a grandson of 
Prince Barbarian of Sunbeam out of a daughter of Master Prince 
of Sunbeam. 


Of the three heifers selected at Ankony, Ankony Coquette 23d, 
a daughter of the “1032d” out of a daughter of Blackbird Barry, 
was the second top selling female at $7,500. Altogether the three 
totaled $20,000 and included, along with the “23d”, Ankony Geor- 
gina 8th, a daughter of “1032d” out of Miss Georgina 20th of Brad- 
ley, and Gammer 6th of Bray’s Island, a daughter of Blackbird 
Grenadier G. R, 2d. At the recent Keillor Ranch production sale 
Escort’s Blackcap Bessie 4th, the top selling female of the day, by 
Viewlawn Blackcap Escort, was added to the herd. Also among 
late herd additions were the top ten head at the Georgia state sale 
this spring. 

Future plans for the herd include the building of a top quality 
commercial enterprise to be run simultaneously with the purebred 
operation on a 50-50 basis. About 120 registered cows and calves 
will be maintained along with about 65 grade females. In addition 
to the growing herd the construction of farm buildings and the 
expansion of pastureland is in full swing. 

Latest in construction work is an elaborate show barn which 
is pictured on these pages. Also new to the farm is a spacious 
machine shed and equipment building. Pastureland is constantly 
being expanded by pushing back the brush and timber that is 
aboundant wherever permitted to grow. The reclaimed land is then

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fertilized and seeded to the selected pasture mixture. Grazing of 
these pastures is done in rotation so that good stands are maintain- 
ed. Sufficient hay is cut and stored for use as supplemental and 
winter feeds during the short non-growing season. 

Farm manager at McKenzie is Allen T. Freeman while Jim 
Markham is herdsman. Included among the 40 families represent- 


ed in the McKenzie herd are such standouts as Coquette, Georgina, 
Gammer, Blackcap Bessie, Zara, McHenry Blackcap and Ericas, to 
name a few. a 


MIMOSA ROW—The farms of Dr. and Mrs. H. Philip Speir 
are so named because of the picturesque row of Mimosa trees that 
borders the headquarters farm on Highway 185, two miles north 


of Greenville, Alabama. This farm, which includes 215 acres, is 
the center of activity for cattle operations and is the residence of 
both the Speirs and Farm Manager Bill Denton. Altogether the 
farms take in 1,265 acres in four separate locations. In addition to 
the headquarters farm, the south farm includes 330 acres, the east 
farm 80 acres and the west farm 640 acres. All the land, at time 
of purchase, was completely run down through over production of 
cotton and was iucky to produce a bale for every five acres or five 
or six bushel of corn per acre. Today well over 650 acres is in im- 
proved pastureland with more being cleared each year. In addition 
to this pasture 60 acres is rented yearly for the production of silage 
and sorghums. 

Soil tests were taken of the land following purchase and ad- 
justment of the PH factor was made through the application of 
limestone. Nitrogen was also supplied to the soil with phosphate, 
potash and trace minerals as required. During the years that fol- 
lowed experiments with different grasses and legumes were con- 
ducted with the final nod going predominately to crimson clover 
and kudzu. Main pastures also include native Bermuda, Dallis- 
grass, Pensacola Bahiagrass and Ladino which are reseeded as 
needed. In addition, all pastures are sown each September in oats, 
and Kentucky 31 fescue by use of a pasture dream. This mixture, 
planted in with the regular pasture stand, has eliminated the bloat 
problem. 

The development of the kudzu pasture came from seven pounds 
of seed. This coarse, vine-like legume, which is a long-lived peren- 
nial, now covers 365 acres on the west farm. It serves the three- 
fold purpose of controlling soil erosion, providing dry weather pas- 
turage and producing hay for storage and later use. The crimson 
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clover pastures have expanded from an original two acres to some 
300 acres at the present time. This clover, which will reseed itself 
annually if not overgrazed, will grow on a poorer soil than most 
clovers and is therefore an important crop in the rebuilding of run- 
down land. In early spring a blooming field of crimson clover is 
ei one of the unforgetable sights of the southland. 


The Doctor first entered the purebred cattle business in 1945 
when he sold off a grade herd and purchased his first Angus at 
the Albany, Georgia sale. The purchase included 12 cows and a 
herd sire, Eileenmere 513th, a son of the famed “85th”. This bull, 
still senior herd sire, is getting up in years, however, is being re- 
placed by Bandoliermere 195, a Platinum cross son of Eva’s Ban- 
dolier Lad out of Blackcap Tolan 85th. Also in use today is Mimosa 
Masterpiece, a double bred Blackcap Barry Bull by Kintyre’s Mas- 
terpiece. This junior herd sire was purchased in dam. Future 
breeding plans also call for the use of Eileenmere 1186, a son of 
the “500” out of a Blackcap Fandie cow. 


The cow herd has been steadily expanded with purchases from 
various sales in the southeast as well as from such farms as Ames 
Plantation, Kintyre, Modena Plantation, Sanders at Lancaster, 
Glen Airy, and Bray’s Island. In 1951 purchased, from the Harden 
herd in Kentucky, Burgess Bandolier M. R., who goes back to Black 
Bardolier and Bandolier of Anoka out of a Hill Crest cow. Present 
day families in the herd are Rosemere Barbara, Blackcap Effie, 
Lady Ida, Blackcap, Blackcap Empress, McHenry Blackcap, Black- 
bird (both 2d and 4th branch), Ballindalloch K. Pride, Windsor 
Queen Mother, Heroine, Elluna Erica, Enchantress Trojan Erica, 
Blackcap Fandie, Blueblood Lady, Pride of Aberdeen, Blackcap 
Tolan, Ballindallech Blackbird, and Elba Erica. 


GARDNER FARMS—Although the Gardner Farms of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ralph Gardner, at Shelby, North Carolina, had been in exist- 
ence for some time they first came to the attention of Angus breed- 
ers in 1951 when the Gardners purchased their first registered 
Angus. Since that time they have assembled a herd of seventy 
females which have come from the leading herds of the country. 
A quick glance at the herdbook shows that every foundation female 
is either a daughter or granddaughter of an International Cham- 
pion on the sire or dam side, or both. Although bloodlines have 
been emphasized a look at the present herd shows that quality was 
not sacrificed at the cost of pedigrees. 


In 1952 the Gardners purchased an outstanding two-year-old 
herd sire at Shadow Isle in Prince 50th of Shadow Isle, a son of 
Prince Sunbeam 249th, the 1948 International Grand Champion bull, 
In this respect, Ralph, a son of the late Ambassador and Former 
Governor of North Carolina O. Max Gardner, took the words of his

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father to heart: “A purebred bull could do more for a county than 
any county commissioner I have ever met!” 

A few of the families which are included in the herd are Black- 
cap Bessie, Hartley Eline, Ballindalloch Georgina, Portlethen Lucy, 
Katinka, Eurotia Eric, Ballindalloch Jilt, McHenry Blackcap, Pride, 
Karama, Juana Erica, Barbara, Cridlan Evergreen, Maid of Bum- 
mers, Glencarnock Elba, Miss Burgess, Queen Mother, and many 
others. Plans include the purchase of twenty females in the near 
future for additional foundation stock. Both the herd and farm 
operation at Shelby is under the managership of George Goforth. 

The work of land reclamation was first instigated during 
World War II when Ralph, as a Major in the China-Burma Theater, 
was able to observe at first hand the tragic result of land that had 
been subjected to over-production to the point of uselessness. Upon 
returning home he ceased row crop farming on his own farm as 
quickly as possible and purchased another and larger farm that 
had already seen its day in cotton. By reterracing, filling gullies, 
preparing meadow strips and distributing one ton of lime on every 
acre he was able, through the use of grasses and legumes, to turn 
these farms into 500 acres of highly productive land. 

In order to gain this high production the land was first sown 
to Korean lespedeza, which was, while still in its green state, turned 
back into the soil. After preparation of a good seed bed over 250 
acres were sown with Kentucky fescue and ladino clover. The poor- 
est and steepest land was planted with kudzu crowns, 60 acres was 
devoted to serecia lespedeza and some 50 acres went into alfalfa. 
These crops, in proper combination and rotation, are able to pro- 
vide year around grazing and when not consumed can be put up as 
hay. Fescue, in addition to its pastureland value, provides a good 
cash seed crop. 

New barns and buildings are, of course, in the planning pro- 
gram of the future. Latest along this line is a shelter barn which 
will provide excellent winter cattle (Please turn to page 110

WON BY ANGUS AT VIRGINIA’S 
SPRING BABY BEEF SHOWS 


Aberdeen-Angus cattle took 12 of the 15 
grand champion awards granted at Vir- 
ginia’s series of Baby Beef Spring Shows 
and Sales, held in April and May through- 
out the state. Seven reserve championships 
were also won by Angus, and at six of the 
15 shows, both the reserve and grand cham- 
pionships went to the blacks. 

To each grand champion Angus steer the 
Virginia Aberdeen-Angus Association 
awarded a silver bowl for placing high in 
the Angus class, and a $25 cash award for 
taking top honors at the show, Reserve 
champions also received trophies from the 
Virginia Association. In addition, the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
gave $5 in cash to each Angus grand 
champion. 

The Virginia Baby Beef Show series be- 
gan at Fredericksburg on April 9 and ended 
at Richlands, May 23. Between these dates, 
the blacks won both the reserve and grand 
championships at shows in Charlottesville, 
April 14; Richmond, April 15; Staunton, 
April 30; Portsmouth, May 7; Danville, 
May 14, and Petersburg, May 15. 

The top award went to Aberdeen-Angus 
at Salem, April 24; Winchester, April 27; 
Bristol, April 29; Courtland, May 1, and 
Smithfield, May 12; as well as at the first 
show in Fredericksburg. A black won re- 
serve champion at Suffolk, May 20. 

Each show was sponsored by the chamber 
of commerce in the city where it was held, 
and had the backing of the extension ser- 
vice of V. P. I., 4-H and FFA organizations, 
the breed associations and meat packing 
industries.

with a friend of my early showyard 
days and needless to say, we enjoyed dis- 
cussing some of our experiences of yester- 
year. At the conclusion of our reminiscing 
this friend said, “you should write a book 
on your showring experiences. Without 
question you have seen more of the tanbark 
arena than any other living person.” Natur- 
ally, I appreciated the compliment but al- 
though I have seen a lot of the show busi- 
ness it is, no doubt, stretching a point to 
say that I have seen more of the tanbark 
arena, by which showrings are known, than 
any other person. As a matter of fact, al- 
though most show arenas of major impor- 
tance are covered by a layer of tanbark, 
from which comes the name tanbark arena,

I have seen quite a number of other kinds 
of showyard surfaces. 

I recall my first year at the shows which 
consisted of county and district fairs where 
showing was done in the open on the nat- 
ural sod or whatever type of terra firma 
was available. Such a surface was usually 
uneven which made it difficult in many in- 
stances to pose animals to advantage, Then 
I remember the cobblestone payments used 
to show over eight hundred entries at the 
great Perth show of Scotland the year I had 
the honor of judging at that show. I recall 
also the other disadvantages that showmen 
experienced at this world’s greatest show 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle compared to our 
perfectly graded showrings with their 
velvety cover of tanbark. 

Another contrast which comes to my mind 
is the vast outdoor showring at Palermo, 
the largest I have ever seen, covered with 
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a layer of beautiful white sand which gives 
a spectacular appearance with its beautiful 
animals and the bright sunshine for which 
Argentina is noted. 

Regardless, however, of the kind of show- 
ring and its location, the general function- 
ing of shows seems to me to be about the 
same the world over. And the purpose they 
are supposed to serve is also universal. 

Now what are the purposes the shows are 
intended to serve and are they fully meet- 
ing their responsibilities in this connection. 
Condensing the matter to its simpliest form 
the object of livestock shows, from their 
earliest beginning, has been the improve- 
ment of livestock by educating the public in 
the ways of producing the best all around 
type of animal for a given purpose which, 


l/s There Room for Improvement 
in Our Livestock Shows?

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of course, would mean the most profitable 
for the producer and the most satisfactory 
for the ultimate consumers use. 

Livestock shows originated in England 
over two hundred years ago. They first 
started with producers of beef animals 
bringing their products into the local mar- 
kets on certain days for sale. This practice 
stimulated competition between the breed- 
ers of a certain area and they strove each 
to have the top animal on these market 
days, and finally adopted the judging sys- 
tem whereby the decision would be official. 
From this obscure beginning have developed 
the great livestock shows of the world of 
today. 

It will be noted that the purpose for hav- 
ing the market animals of the early days 
judged was to determine which ones excel- 
led in the qualities that the buyers prefer- 
red and this is one of the most important 


functions of present day shows. Let us, 
however, examine some of the other benefits 
the properly conducted show extends to both 
breeders and the general public. In addition 
to establishing an official opinion by a com- 
petent judge on the competing entries, the 
shows give breeders an opportunity to bring 
their animals out in comparison to those 
produced by contemporary breeders. Shows 
also afford the general public an opportun- 
ity to make those same comparisons and to 
also obtain the opinion of an expert judge 
as to the type of animal which is preferred 
of a particular breed. In addition, livestock 
shows have a tendency to uncover the 
characteristics of the exhibitor. It is not dif- 
ficult for an onlooker to identify the good 
loser and those who exhibit poor sportsman- 


ship as bad losers. Show ring contests are 
similar in this respect to any other contest 
which requires skill and concentrated effort. 
Livestock shows are also highly entertain- 
ing to those who love good livestock and 
who like to see animals in their finest fettle. 

All these functions of the show, however, 
are predicated on the theory of an honest 
and competent procedure and if everything 
about it is not of this nature it falls short 
of meeting to the fullest its obligations to 
the exhibitor and to the public. 

In making the following suggestions it is 
not my intention to disparage the show 
business to which I personally owe a debt 
of gratitude. My only purpose is to point 
out practices which are detrimental to them 
and to ‘recommend full adherence by both 
exhibitors and judges to the rules which 
have long governed show yard procedure 
and more particularly as they affect the 
code of good sportsmanship. 

From the standpoint of education the 
winning animals of the show are supposed 
to be the best of the particular breed being 
exhibited there which, according to my in- 
terpretation, should be the most profitable 
for the producer and in the case of beef 
animals, for the commercial operator. Beef 
cattle judges should place more emphasis on 
the fundamental qualities of a breed than 
upon minor refinements. They should, to 
the best of their ability, give preference to 
the animals which will give the best results 
in a practical beef producing operation. 

In this connection I am convinced from 
letters which I receive and from iistening 
to comments of both breeders and commer- 
cial operators that beef cattle shows are 
losing much of their value from an educa-

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Mexicana Gandera Ranch—the home of over 5,000 quality com- 
mercial Aberdeen-Angus. This picturesque ranch, which stretches 
across the broad adobe valleys as far as the eye can see, rests 
among the foothills of the famed Sierra Madre mountains in the 
northern state of Chihuahua, just below the New Mexico border. 
Owned jointly by twelve members of the Union from all parts of 
Mexico, it is undoubtedly one of the more progressive beef raising 
ranches of the nation.

Several weeks ago we were able to visit on location with a 
number of the owners including Col. Carlos I Serrano, Cleolos 
Borundo and his son Senator Tefilo Borundo. Also included in the 
group were Col. Dan Breen, Arturo Flores, Arturo Serrano and 
Antonio Campillo to name a few. With the exception of Colonel 
Breen, who is a retired U. S. Army cavalry officer now ranching 
in Mexico south of the southern Texas tip, all were part of the 
ranching operation. Senator Borundo, starting his second year of 
a six year term, was formerly secretary of the National party and 
a state representative, serving each on a three year term. Our 
group, which spent the better part of two days traveling thoughout 
the ranch, was composed of Lloyd Miller, director of information 
for the American Aberdeen-Angus breeders’ association; Milt Mil- 
ler, southwestern field representative for the association; Dr. Paul 
Keesee, manager of Essar Ranch; Travis Richardson, manager of 
one of Essar ranch’s division, and myself. The trip, both educa- 
tional and entertaining, gave us all a chance to observe first hand 
the breeding progress being made in a country with a fixed beef 
economy. ~~ 


The ranch layout, comparable in size to some of the larger 
U. S. ranches, has a number of divided ranges which are being 
utilized by Angus, Hereford and Brahman and their crosses. The 
complete ranch has been under its present joint ownership for 
about three years. The Angus section, however, was established 
in 1901 by Jeffries and Benton who imported a number of founda- 
tion females from Scotland. Since then the unit has remained in- 
tact and today still shows the quality of its original breeding.

y 1901, these being direct descendants. 
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Approximately 3,000 brood cows make up the main body of the 
herd. We might mention here that the newest herd bull additions 
to the group came from Tom Slick’s Essar Ranch. The shipment 
included six quality young sires which should, when mated to the 
present cows, produce top commercial calves. Two of Mexico’s 
major markets in the production of beef are its own and the United 
States, the latter being restricted in recent years by the hoof-and- 
mouth quarantine. The Mexican domestic market is price supported 
and recognizes only one grade of beef. This market, as a result, 
calls for animal units by weight with no premium for quality beef. 
Those who produce with an eye on the American market, however, 
find that quality is one of the first requisites. 


In the early days of Mexico, during the westward expansion of 
the United States, most of the ranches were owned by Americans 
or Englishmen. From this time the practice of trading herd bulls 
with neighbors and nearby ranches came into being and as a result 
no progress in the way of improvement was made. Enough money 
was being made without this needed improvement. A change came 
about, however, during the earlier foot-and-mouth quarantine by 
the fact that ranchers began taking more time to select bulls. More 
improvement was made in breeding during this period that in the 
100 year period before. In the first six months, following the 
quarantine, when the border was open the Mexican people pur- 
chased nearly 1,500 registered bulls from the United States plan- 
ning to sell their get on the American market. When the quaran- 
tine was on and the Mexican domestic market was paying only 9 
cents a pound they could not afford to purchase $450 to $500 sires 
from the States where the current market was running at 33 and 
34 cents a pound. The release of border control, however, stimu- 
lated the import of bulls and although the border has since been 
shut down again the bulls already purchased will be improving 
Mexican quality. When the border is opened once again the Amer- 
ican buyer will undoubtedly find a better quality from the Mexican 
market than he has seen before. During the period that the border 
was open recently, the Mexican people exported 300,000 head to the 
United States—about a three days’ kill on the American market. 


Another factor which has led to the improvement and expan- | 
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sion of the cattle industry in Mexico is the release of irrigated land 
on a pasture improvement basis. Before the administration of 
President Aleman it was necessary to plant all irrigated land in 
cereals for consumption. Ownership of land was limited to a speci- 
fied acreage. Since then the land program has changed to allow 
irrigation of pastureland on the basis of future plans to increase 
cattle numbers. 


On the Union Mexicana Gandera Ranch which we visited the 
Angus operation is run by a foreman and four men. Roundup 
operations during season call for additional cowboys who are im- 
ported from other parts of the country. The rugged terrain and 
small number of men makes the production of calves a problem of 
survival of the fittest. The lack of cancer eye and the ease of 
calving characteristic of the Angus simplifies the overall operation.

Angus bulls also help to eliminate the the dehorning problem which 
can become troublesome with the ever present screw worm. No 
supplement is fed because costs are high and transportation a 
tough problem. Principal grasses include red and black gramma 
and tobosa. Prevalent throughout the countryside, of course, are 
the mesquite trees. These woody, brush like shrubs are grass kill- 
ers although they produce a beanlike pod which is rich in sugar 
and highly palatable. The yearly temperature in the area runs 
from around the 100 mark in the summer to a low of 2 degrees 
in the winter. The elevation, a steady climb westward from the 
Rio Grande river basin, ranges from four to five thousand feet. 
The ranch proper has its own quarantine station and dip corrals on 
the New Mexico line 20 miles from the rail center at Hachita, 
New Mexico. 


The future of this ranching operation is toward the further im- 
provement of the cattle now being run. Although the quality of 
the brood cows shows good foundation breeding, the selection of 
bulls until recently has not been up to this quality. From now on, 
however, plans are to include the use of the best available bulls in 
order to improve the current breeding. The ranch plans on secur- 
ing about 300 such animals from the States to use on the expand- 
ing herd which has 600 up-coming two-year-old heifers. Bulls are 
now used for four years each, but the future should see the use of 
the best ones for their complete productive life. Assisting in the 
present development of the current breeding program is Colonel 
Breen, whose advice toward more profitable and better beef produc- 
tion is being taken to heart. 


Upon our arrival at the headquarters ranch house the first day 
of our visit, we were provided, first of all, with a noon dinner that 
included the best in Mexican delicacies. Although we found it 
necessary to keep our distance from the various sauce peppers, we 
enjoyed immensely the tortillas, beans, salads, vegetables and 
braised beef. Following the meal we climbed into three waiting 
jeep station wagons and were off across the sun baked flats for 
our first look at the scattered herds. Our dust billowing caravan 
bounced in and around some 30 miles of chuck-holes, wash-gullies 
and mesquite clumps before we came to a halt at one of the main 
ranch quarters. In direct contrast to the endless prairie were 
adobe houses, corrals and trees fed by the nearby water hole. 
Steers and heifers cut from the Angus herd were in the corrals 
while a number of grazing cows were in the vicinity. It was im- 
mediately evident that the overall quality of these Angus was far 
better than the average of Mexico’s beef production. After a quick 
look at a few of the herd bulls in the area we were off again 
to the cow and calf range. Although scattered far and wide, we 
were able to inspect them individually and noted the good condi- 
tion of the calves in spite of the rugged countryside where they 
were raised. As the shadows began to lengthen we set out for one 
of the main ranch houses where we were to find another excellent 
meal and spend the night. 


Next morning we were up early and after breakfast out again, 
this time to see the remainder of the ranch which we did not have 
time to cover the day before. After a half hour drive we came 
upon a few scattered Hereford cows and calves. A little later on 
we hit one of the main water holes and got a good look at some of 
the bulls. Adjacent to this range was the Brahman section which 
we were able to look over also. After a tasty drink of cool spring 
water from one of the newer wells, we drove back across the ranch 
for a final look at the Angus herd. By comparison we felt that 
the Angus quality was of a better grade and that the Blacks seem- 
ed more disease resistant and were doing a better job of calf 
production—which is in essence the backbone of the business. 


After a final look we headed back for the main ranch house 
where we were once more treated to the excellence of Mexican 
cooking. An informal interview session followed the meal at which 
time any and all questions concerning the ranch and its operation 
were answered. With this conclusion we headed back for the 
States with a better understanding as to the current problems 
confronting the Mexican cattle producer.

HE following statements are taken from 

the 28th chapter of the book of Deu- 
teronomy: “And it shall come to pass, if 
thou shalt hearken diligently unto the voice 
of the Lord thy God, to observe and to do 
all his commandments which I command 
thee this day, that the Lord thy God will 
set thee on high above all nations of the 
earth: And all these blessings shall come 
on thee, and overtake thee, if thou shalt 
hearken unto the voice of the Lord thy God. 
Blessed shalt thou be in the city, and bless- 
ed shalt thou be in the field. Blessed shall 
be the fruit of thy body, and the fruit of 
thy ground, and the fruit of thy cattle, the 
increase of thy kine, and the flocks of thy 
sheep . . . And the Lord shall make thee 
plenteous in goods, in the fruit of thy body, 
and in the fruit of thy cattle, and in the 
fruit of thy ground, in the land which the 
Lord sware unto thy fathers to give thee. 
The Lord shall open unto thee his good 
treasure, the heaven to give the rain unto 
thy land in his season, and to bless all the 
work of thine hand: and thou shalt lend 
unto many nations, and thou shalt not bor- 
row ... But it shall come to pass, if thou 
wilt not hearken unto the voice of the Lord 
thy God, to observe to de all his command- 
ments and his statutes which I command 
thee this day; that all these curses shall 
come upon thee, and overtake thee: . .. The 
Lord shall smite thee with a consumption, 
and with a fever, and with an inflamation, 
and with an extreme burning, and with the 
sword, and with blasting, and with mildew, 
and they shall pursue thee until thou 
perish.” 

In the above passage of scripture we read 
of the blessings of God upon the Israelites 
if they obey his commandments. They shall 
prosper, their land shall be fruitful, and 
their cattle shall mulitply. Many blessings 
are enumerated as resulting from the keep- 
ing of God’s commandments. At the same 
time many curses are enumerated as result- 
ing from disobedience. We read these words: 
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“But it shall come to pass, if thou wilt not 
hearken unto the voice of the Lord thy God, 
to observe to do all his commandments and 
his statutes which I command thee this day; 
that all these curses shall come upon thee 
and overtake thee: ... And he shall eat the 
fruit of thy cattle, and the fruit of thy land, 
until thou be destroyed: which also shall 
not leave thee either corn, wine, or oil, or 
the increase of thy kine, or flocks of thy 
sheep, until he have destroyed thee.” 

Then in the 28th chapter of Deuteronomy 
and the twenty-second verse it speaks of the 
sword which should actually be translated 
“drought”. At times there were long-con- 
tinued droughts in Palestine. The East wind 
in Palestine is hot and very dry, and it 
blows from the desert. Thus, it is often full 
of fine sand-dust which gives the sky the 
appearance of burnished metal. When this 
wind, which is called the “sirocco”, is strong, 
it produces a terrible sand storm which is 
very destructive to land, property and life. 
It has sometimes been described as when 
“the rain of the land is powder and dust”. 
Perhaps there is nowhere to be found an 
enumeration of Divine punishments so 
awful as this; yet all of them are strikingly 
exemplified in the history of the Jewish 
people; especially in the repeated sieges and 
destruction of their cities; the desolation of 
their country; their captivities; their op- 
pressed condition through many centuries, 
and their dispersion over the world, and un- 
til the very recent years they had no nation 
to call their own. We find that God has 
clearly revealed all that is necessary for 
our conduct in daily living. If we follow his 
laws we shall receive his blessings, but if 
we disobey the laws of God we shall sooner 
or later be called upon to pay a just retribu- 
tion for our sins. It is interesting to note 
that when the people were blessed their land 
and cattle were also blessed, and when the 
people were cursed their land and cattle 
were also cursed. It would appear that the 
people of that time felt the devastating ef-

Thus we see again how in the early biblical days the various 
nations fought against each other to try to enslave one 
another, and to try to take each others land, cattle and other 
properties, meager as they were. Today we might say that 
history is repeating itself, because the same type of strife 
and fighting is still present in our world. 


fects of drought and of pestilence more than 
they felt personal physical illnesses. The 
pestilence was some kind of a plague which 
took its toll in both human and animal life. 
Even today the plague, on account of its 
ravages and its frequency, is the most 
dreaded scourge of Syria and Egypt. Of 
course God was blamed for these plagues, 
and the people said they were sent from 
God. However, it was largely a result of 
proper sanitation, and the lack of medical 
knowledge. It is the same today in many 
parts of the world where the people have so 
few doctors and where the medical tech- 
niques are not up to date. 

As we look back through history we can 
see that many of the threats mentioned in 
the 28th chapter of Deuteronomy actually 
came to pass. The great horror of a long- 
continued siege took place during the siege 
of Samaria by the Syrians, and in the siege 
of Jerusalem by Nebuchadnezzar, and later 
in the final overthrow of Jerusalem by 
Titus; which is recorded by Josephus in his 
work, “Wars of the Jews”. We find a num- 
ber of references made to “Jehovah thy 
God”, which expresses what God is in him- 
self, and what he is to all peoples of the 
universe. Namely, he is the eternal and self- 
existent God who has made all peoples his 
people. In other words, he is the Universal 
Father of all, and all people are his children. 
He is kind, gracious and good. He is eternal 
and all-conquering love. He is the motivat- 
ing power of the whole universe, and all 
things therein. He has established law and 
order in the universe, and if man lives ac- 
cording to the natural and universal laws 
of God he will indeed prosper, but if he fails 
to recognize the natural laws of God he will 
be destroyed by them—that is so far as the 
earthly life is concerned. 

It is interesting to note how one partic- 
ular prophecy came to pass. We read these 
words in Deuteronomy: “And the Lord shall

Colin Kennedy takes You on a Pictorial Visit to the 
Homes of the Six Living International Grand Champions 


ACK of an International grand cham- 
Bircuniy is more than a half-century 
of prestige and tradition. Through the 
years the Chicago classic has been the Su- 
preme Court of the live stock industry. It 
has combined number of entries and wide 
geographical distribution of contenders 
bringing together the winners of countless 
state and regional shows in The Big One 
of the year. 

Topping all International awards in im- 
portance is the grand championship of the 
bull show. This most coveted of all purple 
rosettes carries with it the possibility of al- 
most unlimited’ financial reward. 


The high place of the Angus breed today - 


is in no small measure due to the siring 
ability of bulls which have received the su- 
preme award at Chicago. A quick survey 
of the championship list brings to mind 
winners of the caliber of Oakville Quiet 
Lad, Blackcap Revolution, Envious Mar- 
shall 3d, Black Peer of St. Albans, Eileen- 
mere 85th and others who have been cham- 
pions, and who have sired International 
champions. 

There are today six living International 
grand champion bulls in the Angus breed. 
The senior member of this distinguished 
group is Eileenmere 500th, the 1946 win- 


ner; following him is Prince Sunbeam 
249th, who won in 1948; Eileenmere 1032d, 
the 1949 champion; Eileenmere 1050th, in 
1950; Elban Bardolier, in 1951; and An- 
konian 3216th, the 1952 International grand 
champion. 

A recent visit to the home of the six 
living champions found them all in excel- 
lent shape, active and looking the part of 
the champions. For the benefit of the 
respective judges who put them up it 
might be said that in many respects they 
look even more impressive than they did as 
champions. And there isn’t a “pony” type 
bull in the bunch. 

Three of the six champions were sold as 
young bulls and went on to supreme honors 
at Chicago; the other three were shown by 
the men who breed them. 

Let’s start our herd bull tour with the 
1952 grand champion of International Live 
Stock Exposition. 


Ankonian 3216th—1952 


It would not be entirely fair to describe 
Ankonian 3216th ag the bull that no one 
wanted. One man wanted him badly, in 
fact he more than doubled the price he had 
been told to bid on him; the other two men 
concerned realized he was a promising 


young bull, but they did not need him too 
badly. At least not $16,250 worth. 

At the 1951 Ankony Farm production 
sale one of the bull attractions was one of 
the first sons of Eileenmere 1032d, the 1949 
International champion. In addition he 
was out of a great cow, a daughter of the 
1930 International grand champion bull, 
Glencarnock Eric of Cremona. He had been 
shown in 1950 with moderate results—third 
prize senior bull calf at the Eastern Na- 
tional and a member of the second prize 
junior get of sire at the International. 

On a nearby farm was a man who was 
keeping an eye on the youngster. Aiken 
Knox, manager of Cochran Farm at North 
Salem, liked the little fellow and never 
missed a chance to look him over and fol- 
low his development. When the “boss”, Gif- 
ford Cochran, returned from looking over 
ranch and cattle interests in Florida, he 
was told about the bull. “I was a bit short 
on cash at the moment,” Gifford recalls, 
“but I told Aiken to go up to $7,000 on the 
bull as I couldn’t be there. Well, other 
people there at the sale that day liked An- 
konian 3216th. That $7,000 bid didn’t last 
long but Aiken stayed in there.” 

“T did a lot of sweating that day,” Aiken 
Knox remembers. “Because after the sale 
was over I was wondering how I was going 
to break the news to the boss. But I was 
still sold on the bull. The rub was that we 
had Prince Sunbeam 405th who was, and 
is, a great breeding bull. With only a 
moderate sized cow herd we didn’t need a 
$16,250 bull too badly.” 

Across the road from Cochran Farm is 
the Meadow Lane Farm of Carlo Paterno. 
Just getting started in Angus in 1951 the 
Paterno herd would soon need a bull. The 
final result was that Meadow Lane bought 
a half interest in Ankonian 3216th. Soon 
history was in the making. Ankonian 
3216th was a “doer” and as he developed 
and matured his owners agreed with Aiken 
Knox that he had possibilities. The Dut- 
chess County Fair is one of the strong

3216th took it in stride. Next stop was the 


New York State Fair. But here occurred 
one of the tough breaks which every show- 
man seems to share. A hoof injury from a 
sharp rock lamed him before the show and 
he could not be brought out. He was taken 
home and it was six months before he could 
walk normally. So his 1951 show season 
was concluded almost before it started. 

As his lameness left he was put to work 
in the Paterno herd. In the spring of 1952 
Ankonian 3216th was again walking 
properly and looking better than ever. 
Short-legged, broad and deep and a young- 
ster he looked more impressive as he ma- 
tured. So it was decided to start fitting 
him again and to push him for The Big 
One—Chicago and the International. His 
only other appearance on the tanbark in 
1952 was at Timonium, Maryiand, at the 
Eastern National where under Judge Bob 
Williams of Michigan he was made first 
prize two-year eld, senior and grand cham- 
pion. 


Then came the nerve-wracking and tense 
days before, and in, Chicago. Two newer 
herds, a comparative newcomer at the 
halter, and fast competition. It was de- 
cided that a more experienced showman 
would not be used. For as Gifford Cochran 
points out: “Aiken was the one who sold 
us on the bull. He had brought him along 
to where he looked near-perfect. Win or 
lose his was to be the job of showing him.” 
So with some coaching from the veteran 
showman, Lee Leachman, who had shown 
his sire to the International Championship 
and had brought Ankonian 3216th out as a 
senior calf, Aiken Knox waited the call to 
bring out the two-year old bulls in class. 
It was rather generally agreed around the 
ringside that the bull winning the two-year 
old competition would be more than half

way toward the senior and grand cham- 
pionship. 


The rest is history. After defeating in 
class 13 other two-year old bulls he de- 
feated for senior champion the first prize 
senior yearling bull from Ankony Farm 
and then defeated the junior champion 
summer yearling shown by Simon Angus

Farm and Hays Ranch for the grand cham- 
pionship. 

Today, in breeding condition, Ankonian 
3216th weighs around 1,950 pounds. He is 
not a small bull. He is one of the greatest 
quartered bulls that the breed has pro- 
duced. Dual ownership of Ankonian 3216th 
poses no problem as he can be walked down 
the road to the adjoining farm. It happened 
that when he was visited the 1952 cham- 
pion was at the Meadow Lane Farm of 
Carlo Paterno. 

Mr. Paterno was formerly in_ the 
Thoroughbred horse business. “A horse 
breeder not located around Lexington, Ken- 
tucky, is at a disadvantage when it comes 
to selling yearlings,” Mr. Paterno explains. 
“So in 1950 when Gifford had his first pro- 
duction sale and averaged over $1,400 I 
came to the conclusion that I had been 
overlooking something.” 

The first heifers came to Meadow Lane 
in the fall of 1950 with Mr. Paterno trading 
Red Shield Farm a bulldozer for his first

Blacks. Since that time, and since the part 
ownership in the 1952 International grand 
champion, both numbers and quality have 
been added. In this latter category are a 
number of daughters of the 1940 champion, 
Glencarnock Eric of Cremona. 


A tough blow for the Patermo herd was a 
barn fire the past winter which destroyed 
14 of the first calves by Ankonian 3216th. 
While Thoroughbreds have been relegated 
to a minor position at Meadow Lane Farm 
it is still well known to horsemen in the 
east, being a major hunt course with three 
tracks and the site of a fall racing meet. 


The first cattle on Cochran Farm were 
steers bought to help use up the natural 
forage. This was in 1936. During the war 
years while Gifford Cochran was in Africa 
and Europe his mother, after correspond- 
ing with him about the matter, bought 
some Angus heifers to replace the steer 
grazing project. So the co-owner of the 
1952 International champion bull got into 
the Aberdeen-Angus business sight unseen. 
When he returned from the service he had 
the job of finding out if he liked Angus, 
and vice-versa. A feeling of mutual liking 
soon developed, as one can see ag the mas- 
ter of the Runnymede herd goes through 
the cows, pointing out this and that daugh- 
ter of a famous sire. 


Aiken Knox has been associated with 
Gifford Cochran in his farming operations 
for 20 years. A native of Westchester 
county “Aiken has practically grown up 
with me in the farming business. In fact 
he was working here before we had cattle. 
And we certainly have grown up together 
as far as Angus knowledge is concerned.” 


In the pre-Ankonian 3216th days three 
bulls have played a prominent part in the 
building of the herd. First bull used was a 
son of Blackbird Barry, followed by Hother 
Quality Bardolier. In late years the bull 
that has been carrying the load is Prince 
Sunbeam 405th, by Prince Sunbeam 100th, 
and out of a full sister of the great “29th”. 
The “405th” is a great breeding bull, pro- 
ducing top sons as well as daughters. An- 
konian 3216th is being used on daughters 
of Prince Sunbeam 405th. This, called “The 
Magic Cross” is working very well. At 
Cochran Farm we saw the first 26 calves 
by “3216th” and with very few exceptions 
they were the kind to bring smiles to the 
face of the owner and his manager. The 
champion is putting width and depth of 
quarter on his calves.

All-American Futurity in 1950; grand 
champion at the American Royal and the 
National Show at the Cow Palace in San 
Francisco the same year. In 1951 he was 
grand champion at the National Western 
Show at Denver, the National Show at 
Memphis, and the International. 

Elban’s only championship defeat was in 
1950 in the National Show at Omaha when 
Eileenmere 1050th, who went on to be In- 4 
ternational grand champion that year, ;

Nothing could 
be farther from the truth, John Brown will 
tell you. If anything, the pressure is even 
greater; the rewards of victory even 
sweeter. And your case of pre-show “jit- 
ters” is just as severe. 

The famous father and son team laugh 
when they recall what happened just be- 
fore the 1951 International.

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Two National Angus Shows 
Are Scheduled for September 


Two national Aberdeen-Angus_ shows, 
both in connection with state fairs, will be 
sponsored next month by American Angus 
breeders. The first show, planned in con- 
junction with the 1953 Ohio State Fair, will 
take place at Columbus during the fair 
dates—August 28 through September 6. 
Kansas Angus breeders will be hosts at the 
second show during the Kansas State Fair 
at Hutchinson, September 20 through 26. 


A widely known South American Angus 
breeder, Raul E. Firpo of Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, has been secured to judge the 
breeding classes at the Ohio show. Mr. 
Firpo, who served as one of the judges at 
the 1951 International Livestock Exposition 
in Chicago, is partner-owner of Hijos de 
Jose Firpo Ranch—one of the largest cattle 
operations in South America. He is recog- 
nized as one of the outstanding beef cattle 
judges in the world today. 


The Ohio show is scheduled to take place 
September 2, 3 and 4. Tentative plans are 
for a show of sale cattle on Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, and showings of the breeding class- 
es on Thursday and Friday, with the sale

taking place on Friday. The banquet is plan- 
ned for Thursday evening at the Neil House, 
which will serve as headquarters for the 
Ohio Angus event.

This year’s Ohio State Fair and National 
Angus Show are part of the State’s Sesqui- 
centennial Celebration, marking 150 years 
of statehood for Ohio. 

Another kind of celebration will mark the 
Kansas event, September 20 to 26. This 
show will honor the 80th anniversary of the 
importation of Aberdeen-Angus cattle into 
this country and into the State of Kansas. 

It was in 1873 that George Grant of Vic- 
toria, Kansas, brought four Angus bulls 
from Scotland, and during that same year 
displayed them at the Kansas City Fair.

THE FINER POINTS 


By BETTYLOU R, TERRY 


A judging ring bystander often feels he is 
as qualified to place the cattle in the ring 
as the judge himself. The newcomer is us- 
ually eager for information and the by- 
stander, with ideas of selling his own cattle 
to you, gladly cooperates. His advice may 
be colored by the stock he has for sale, so 
try to make a date to visit his farm and get 
back to learning what you can from the 
ring, pencil in hand and the seats getting 
harder by the hour. 

Let’s concentrate on the purebred breed- 
ing classes. We look at the cattle from the 
side, from the front from the rear and down 
the backs. We have picked the cow we think 
is the blockiest, and what happens? The 
judge mixes us up by placing a cow we had 
down and picks her first! 

Chances are if we could talk it over with 
the judge he would say his choice was a 
typier cow, and that is what we look for in 
breeding cows. In other words, he was look- 
ing at the finer points rated highly in show 
competition as an ideal example of an An- 
gus cow. 

Knowledge of the finer points takes time 
and study and much comparison. A sense of 
quality has to be developed first. However, 
there are a few distinct characteristics to 
look for in breeding cattle besides a polled 
head and black hair. The breed is noted for 
its fine finish. This means that you seldom 
see bunches of fat distributed over the tail- 
head, hooks or rump area. Bone quality is 


another consideration. Flat bone is thought 
to be stronger than round bone. The obvious 
place to observe bone structure is in the leg 
of the animal. It is often thought a round 
bone breaks more easily and since many of 
our animals will go on range we are looking 
for rugged individuals. In thinking about 
bone, you must realize the necessity of a 
good sized bone to carry the tremendous 
weight of these animals. So look for bone 
quality and finish in cattle in the ring. 

You will often see the judge pull the hide 
away from the ribs. He is testing the plia- 
bility of the hide. A fairly thin pliable hide 
is desirable, but it takes a practiced hand 
to determine it. 

Old timers will argue for hours about 
head characteristics. This is an intricate 
subject for the newcomer, but a definite 
consideration if a purebred herd is planned. 
Your state, regional or national fieldman 
can probably help you with this point. 

There are many legends about heads of 
animals. One says the length of nose de- 
termines the disposition and another that 
the length of jaw indicates feeding capacity. 
It’s hard to prove these scientifically, so 
don’t worry about them. 

It is generally accepted that a cow’s head 
be feminine, sweet and alert. A cow with an 
alert head is showy and demands attention. 
This is a quality more often bred into the 
cow rather than trained, A cow’s eyes should 
be placid, which indicates she probably will

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be a doting mother. Cows have a slightly 
longer face than bulls, and their ears are 
placed slightly lower than a bull’s. Young 
heifers often have bangs or long hair hang- 
ing over the poll, if not clipped for show. 

The bull’s head should show masculinity. 
The forehead is broad, broader than the 
heifer or cow. Some people say the length 
of the nose should be the same distance 
from the mid-point of the eyes to the nos- 
trils as the distance from eye to eye. 

Since the neck mainly constitutes wasty 
meat, it is most desirable that Angus have 
a neck just long enough to reach the ground 
to graze. The Angus breed is noted for their 
extremely short necks. Of course, the bull’s 
neck will show a thickness called a crest 
which develops as he is used in service. 

The American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association has set up a standard of excel- 
lence for the breed. This information is pub- 
lished among many places, in the bulletin 
“Cattle Raising at its Best”. It might be 
well for any breeder to have that booklet 
handy and just look the standard over be- 
fore going to a show or when buying stock. 

Quality of bone, finish and hide along 
with breed head characteristics are a few of 
the finer points that make judging a chal- 
lenge. To be successful in judging, it is nec- 
essary to be able to think independently and 
to concentrate wholly. It takes ability to pic- 
ture ideal type and place the cattle before 
you by that standard. 

Last but not least, it takes desire to know 
cattle and an ability to enjoy them. But with 
these abilities, even the most ignorant live- 
stock hopeful can become a recognized judge 
—with practice.

This Fall will mark the tenth anniversary 
of the founding of the first Ladies Auxiliary 
interested solely in promoting the Angus 
breed of cattle here in the United States. 
In September, 1943, a group of women An- 
gus breeders and wives of breeders gather- 
ed together by a common bond and interest 
at a Pacific Coast Aberdeen-Angus Asso- 
ciation Show and Sale, decided to form an 
Auxiliary, the purpose of which was to get 
better acquainted, help the parent associa- 
tion whenever and wherever possible and 
necessary, take care of miscellaneous func- 
tions appropriate to a women’s auxiliary, 
such as banquet table decorations, sending 
timely tokens in cases of births, marriages, 
illnesses and deaths, etc., and aid in the 
promotion of the Aberdeen-Angus breed as 
a whole. 

As a result of the great success and re- 
nown of the Pacific Coast Auxiliary, par- 
ticularly after the nation-wide distribution 
of its “Chow Time” Cookbook, which netted 
several thousand dollars for the Auxiliary’s 
breed-promotional program, inquiries start- 
ed pouring in about our Pacific Coast Aux- 
iliary, its functions and purposes, with fre- 
quent suggestions that we form a National 
organization patterned after this parent as- 
sociation. Last year, working closely with 
our capable American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association Secretary and a com- 
mittee of live-wire ladies suggested by Mr.

that I may acquit myself to the best of my 
capabilities. You will recall that the other 
officers elected at our first meeting were: 
Mrs. Forrest (Rowena) Lemons, Conger- 
ville, Illinois, First Vice-President; Mrs. 
Arthur E. (Mary) Mallory, Hampton, Iowa, 
Second Vice-President, and Mrs. E. H. 
(Greta). Heckett, Valencia, Pennsylvania, 
Secretary-Treasurer. At our first Board 
meeting, the officers decided that in order 
to have an uneven number on the Board, 
particularly essential for voting purposes, 
we should establish the practice of having 
the wife of the current President of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation as the fifth or honorary member of 
the group; hence, Mrs. Adlai (Margaret) 
Rust of Bloomington, Illinois, automatically 
joined the panel of officers of the National 
Women’s Auxiliary. These ladies are all 
prominent in their own right in the Aber- 
deen-Angus world and have done a tremen- 
dous amount of work in promoting our new- 
ly-formed Auxiliary. I particularly wish to 
commend and congratulate Greta Heckett 
for her painstaking and efficient, (not to 
mention thankless) efforts and accomplish- 
ments in fulfilling the gratuitous office of 
Secretary-Treasurer.

Secretary-Treasurer (more about this group 
later); the Northeastern Auxiliary, headed 
by Mrs. Lee (Mildred) Leachman of Rhine- 
beck; Minnesota, with Mrs. Stanley Camp- 
bell of Utica as President, and Mrs, Aldo 
Welk of Blue Earth, Secretary-Treasurer. 
Some of the more heavily populated breeder 
states such as Iowa have formed several dis- 
trict Auxiliaries under their state auxiliary 
and are doing a tremendous amount of work 
in helping promote the breed in their re- 
spective territories. Needless to say, we are 
looking forward to a great meeting of An- 
gus Ladies this Fall during the International. 


Prior to the date of Annual Meeting of 
the National Auxiliary in Chicago during 
International Week, two informal get-to- 
gethers will be held. The first will be in con- 
junction with the Annual Futurity in Ken- 
tucky in August with Mrs. Lemons, Mrs. 
Heckett, and Mrs. Julius Clark of Lexing- 
ton heading the committee. These ladies 
would like the help of several Kentucky 
breeders wives to assist in formulating 
plans, making reservations, etc. Anyone re- 
siding anywhere in the vicinity who would 
be willing to help with this worth while 
project should contact Mrs. Heckeit at once.

New Press For 
Catalog Covers 


June 29th, when we returned from vaca- 
tion, we removed the oldest automatic press 
from the line and installed a brand new 
“Little Giant” Kelly. This press was pur- 
chased primarily for the printing of sale 
catalog covers, where solid colors are re- 
quired for the background of the cover. 

About a year ago we started using some 
“Lusterkote” enamels for covers on special 
jobs. This cover appears almost like a 
plastic coated paper, or highly varnished 
sheet, with a very high gloss. Upon intro- 
ducing this cover to our customers we have 
had a lot of call for it, and it was a diffi- 
cult sheet to print, requiring heavy ink 
coverage to get the right deep tones, es- 
pecially of Blues, Greens, Reds and Browns. 

This newest automatic press will give 
complete ink coverage for handling this 
special cover stock, and is a very fast 
operating machine with speeds up to 5,000 
per hour. The printing of catalog covers 
seemed about the final bottleneck of fast 
delivery of jobs, and we now have com- 
pleted the modernization of the press de- 
partment with the addition of this newest 
machine.

native country. On noticing some Angus cat- 
tle he remarked, “Every farmer in Ireland 
prefers the blacks for feeders. They make 
the best gains and are the most profitable 
cattle they can place on their farms.” 


There is one feature of stock raising that 
I have tried to impress on farmers of my 
acquaintance during the past quarter of a 
century; beef cattle should never be permit- 
ted to lose their calf flesh. Besides the loss 
of bloom, it will cost many times less to 
keep the flesh on an animal by proper care 
and feed than it will to replace it after it 
has once been lost. A small herd properly 
fed and cared for will pay better than a 
large herd of half starved cattle. The “Corn 
crib cross” is quite as essential as pedigree 
and blood lines. 

It is the experience of the writer that 
comparatively few Americans of today think 
or speak of the Farm as a permanent and 
desirable home. A few weeks ago, with four 
other men, I was motoring through central 
Iowa. We had remarked the splendid condi- 
tion and prosperous appearance of the coun- 
try. Needing water for the radiator of the 
auto, we turned into a farm yard and asked 
the young man we saw there if we could get 
some water. He replied in the affirmative 
and asked us to draw nearer to the barn 
which he entered and turning a switch 
started an electric engine with which he

pumped the water supply for the farm. He 
told us his father had purchased the farm 
some two years previously and had made it 
a model home. The house was steam heated. 
An electric plant supplied light and power 
for house and barn machinery. Tractors 
were used for marketing produce and two 
automobiles and fine graveled roads enabled 
them to travel with speed and comfort. The 
family consisted of the parents, four boys 
and two girls. Three of the boys and one of 
the girls had graduated from college. The 
other two children were still in school. The 
cost of the one hundred and sixty acre farm 
with its modern improvements—making a 
model home—was almost sixty thousand 
dollars. 

After we left the farm one of the profes- 
sional men of our party told us of a profes- 
sional acquaintance who with his wife—a 
childless society woman—occupied a city 
home which had cost him over one hundred 
thousand dollars. A lucrative professional 
practice barely enabled him to keep up his 
house and pay living expenses. On the quar- 
ter section farm was an elegant modern 
home while the products of the farm sup- 
plied ample means for sustenance and edu- 
cated the family as well as a reasonable 
provision for the future. 

The desirability of the farm as a perma- 
nent home should be forcibly impressed up- 
on every American citizen. The achieve- 
ments of the farm, close to nature—and not 
in the tenement or flat—will man find his 
natural habitat. It should be the wish of ev- 
ery lover of his country and of humanity 
that in a comparatively short time the typi- 
cal American family should consist of a 
progressive agriculturalist, a rosy-cheeked 
wife and a numerous, sturdy and cultured 
progeny, living in a modern home located on 
a well equipped American live stock farm.

ern two-thirds of the nation in an effort to 
find the “ideal” spot for the enterprise they 
were about to undertake, Assuming that the 
cattle industry meant the West, Allen visit- 
ed this part of the country only to find that 
the western cattleman pointed out the south- 
east as the coming cattle country.

His 
blood is already crossing well on daughters 
of Cesor’s Evader Mercury, a Black Bardo- 
lier bred bull. It is this type of breeding 
that the Caylors are establishing for their 
future herd. 

Dr. Caylor has been interested in the live- 
stock business ever since he, purchased his 
first commercial calf at the age of four. 
During the depression years he was able to 
complete medical school with the aid of a 
small commercial unit. Following the War 
in 1946 he purchased his first farm and ex- 
panded commercial operations to fattening 
all types of steers. Over a period of years 
he came to realize a greater consistent net 
gain of $10 to $12 per head on the blacks 
over the other breeds. With this in mind he 
selected Angus and entered the registered 
business in 1950. Meantime he sold his farm 
but rented another, hiring James Johnson, 
the present herdsman. This farm, and the 
one newly purchased, provide ample pasture 
and farm land for today’s herd as well as 
any further expansion. Orchard grass and 
ladino are the basic pasture seedings with 
last year bringing in $500 from the sale of 
hay despite the drought. In addition to pas- 
ture some 20 acres of hard corn was sown 
this year plus 12 acres of silage corn, 25 
acres of alfalfa, 12 acres of barley and 17 
acres of oats. 

In viewing the future of his herd, Dr. 
Caylor feels that “the cattle business can- 
not be built on chance—it must be thought 
through on the crossing of blood lines of 
prepotent bulls on prepotent females.

tional standpoint, The criticism, particular- 
ly among commercial producers, is that 
animals which many showring judges pick 
are not the kind which give them the best 
results on their farms and ranges. And the 
complaint of the breeder is that it is neces- 
sary now days to produce one type of an- 
imal for the showring and one of a different 
type to sell to commercial producers and 
other breeders who are not in the show 
business. The general complaint seems to 
be that too many judges are selecting the 
small pony type animal, Such an animal 
often does present a more showy appear- 
ance than its more sturdy but more efficient 
competitor which, no doubt, accounts for 
many judges selecting them. 

If there are grounds for criticism along 
these lines, and this writer believes that 
there are, it would seem that the condition 
might be corrected or at least materially 
improved, by judges, breeders and commer- 
cial producers getting together and deciding 
upon the kind of animal which gives the all 
around best performance and then have the 
National organization of the breed rep- 
resented instruct showyard judges to ad- 
here as closely as possible to this type of 
animal. 

Above everything else, all show proce- 
dures should be honest. This is particularly 
true as applied to exhibitors. Ever since its 
inception, showring competition has been 
considered an honorable profession and in 
the majority of cases it so remains. How- 
ever, there is no point in trying to gloss 
over the fact that dishonest and unethical 
practices have crept into it down through 
the years and are indulged in by, we hope 
at least, not more than a very small minor- 
ity of exhibitors. Some exhibitors, however, 
go so far as to say that showring competi- 
tion at major shows has reached the point 
where many contests hinge on the skill and 
proficiency of high pressure fitting and the 
artifical correction of natural deficiencies 


instead of upon the natural conformation of 
the animals. They say that the thought up- 
permost in the minds of many exhibitors is 
to win regardless of how it is done, A de- 
plorable situation, of course, if true. But I 
do not believe it exists to the extent that 
some think. 

It certainly is true that animals fed ar- 
tificial stimulants and where physical im- 
perfections have been corrected by an ex- 
pert with a kit of surgical instruments, have 
an advantage over those shown in their 
natural form. 

Deplorable as such practices are in the 
showring, their greatest harm is the dam- 
age that might be caused to the animal’s 
health and the deception it inflicts upon 
the innocent purchaser who, in full con- 
fidence, buy animals which have been doc- 
tored so cleverly as to sometimes fool the 
most expert judge. It is obvious that the 
artificial conformation of such animals is 
not inherent in the offspring. They, like 
their perfectly natural brothers and sisters, 
are capable of passing on only the qualities 
with which they are naturally endowed. 

Some exhibitors say that unethical prac- 
tices by some exhibitors place too great a 
handicap on the honest exhibitor to make it 
worth while for him to bring out his an- 
imals and that many animals, capable of at- 
taining showyard fame, are kept at home 
because their owners do not care to risk 
showing them in this kind of competition. 

It is true that practically all major shows 
have in their rules penalties against such 
practices. But are they being enforced? 
And if not, why are they not enforced? Is 
it a matter of everyone being against sin 
but no one willing to take the initiative to 
stop it? 

Horse racing for many years bore a some- 
what unsavory reputation because of cor- 
rupt practices on the part of some owners 
and some jockeys. It got so bad that rules 
involving drastic penalties were enacted 
against unethicai and dishonest practices 
and they are being rigidly enforced to the 
end that this great sport, at least as far as

actual racing is concerned, is now compara- 
tively clean. Tests are made to detect fraud- 
ulent practices, the saliva test for dope and 
to prove tricky riding by jockeys a motion 
picture is made of the entire race which 
shows every movement of the jockeys and 
horses. And any jockey caught at violating 
any rule is severely dealt with. 

I believe that if our present rules, govern- 
ing the showing of beef animals, were 
rigidly enforced we would soon have the 
educational value our shows are intended 
to give restored as well as a business in 
which the most conscientious exhibitor 
would not hesitate to embark. 

There are many beef cattle breeders liv- 
ing today who will recall how, in the twen- 
ties, a group of prominent Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders took drastic steps to eliminate the 
practice of tampering with the conforma- 
tion of show animals with the result that 
for a number of years we had clean shows 
as far as this shameful evil was concerned. 
And every exhibitor had a clear conscience. 
Gradually, however, enforcement became 
lax until in recent years it has been prac- 
tically nil as far as this writer is able to ob- 
serve with the result of an apparent in- 
crease from year to year in tampering with 
nature in the preparation of show cattle. A 
prominent judge of the Middle-west, after 
finishing judging at a recent important 
show, told me that he was amazed at the 
number of animals among those which he 
had just passed upon which showed evidence 
of having been doctored. As a matter of 
fact, this practice seems to have become so 
prevalent and so little feared that it has 
been said that some exhibitors openly boast 
that their animals have been “fixed” and if 
their competitors do not do likewise they 
are too naive to be in the show business. 

I am far from thinking that the showring 
has lost its usefulness and that it is no 
longer a business which furnishes an incen- 
tive to producing better livestock. Neither 
do I think that it is impossible to keep it 
on the high level which it deserves and on 
which it started long ago when the English 
farmers brought their animals to market to 
honestly compete with their neighbors. 

Why not organize as did the breeders in 
the twenties to combat the evil which af- 
flicts our showrings of today and make 
them again free of animals which are not 
in their natural form, and those whose ages 
are incorrectly stated. 

Let us restore the thrill and the glory of 
winning in honest competition. Why should 
we let a small minority of unscrupulous 
people besmirch the name of a proud and 
honorable calling. 
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pany, cattlemen may find some comfort 
in the thought that Agricultural Secretary 
Ezra Taft Benson is having as many trou- 
bles these days as they are, and maybe more. 
The Secretary’s job is not an easy one, 
when the going is good, and lately it has 
been going otherwise. 

Under the whiplash of drought, sur- 
pluses, the threat of still more surpluses, a 
storage crisis, an aroused and vote-worried 
Congress, skittish markets, and farmer- 
opinion that is souring on how they are 
doing their job, Benson & Co. have started 
to take more action and to do less preach- 
ing about what is wrong with the way the 
farmers have fared in the past. That the 
USDA high command is worried, and 
changing its tune, is no longer a secret. 
John H. Davis, head of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation and, as boss of USDA 
price programs, a man right under the gun 
with Benson, says frankly: “It is more im- 
portant to save the farmer from ruinously 
low prices than to take time out to switch 
farm programs now.” 

This is no time, he adds, to hold back and 
quibble about weaknesses in the present 
farm program. The Administration must 
use present laws with “all the vigor at its 
command,” as Davis sees it.

There are indications that the Agricul- 
ture Department bosses are now starting 
to practice what Davis preaches. To ease 
pressure on cattlemen in drought areas, for 
instance, action has been taken to move in 
feed, ease the way for additional low-cost 
loans to repair drought damage, and to 
make stop-loss purchases of both animals 
and meat. 

In stricken areas, the CCC has sold sur- 
plus feeds at reduced rates of $1 for corn, 
50 cents for oats, $1.10 for feed wheat, and 
$35 per ton for cottonseed cake and meal. 
Wheat growers freighted down with all- 
time record supplies on their backs are 
being offered short-term support loans for 
grain dumped on the ground in the South- 
west. 

It looked as though Congress, as this issue 
went to press, would put through legis- 
lation providing special two-year loans for 
livestock men. Idea was to prevent liquida- 
tion of bank loans. 


Official weathermen in Washington 
won’t be advertising the fact, but some of

them think the worst is yet to come. They 
believe the drought is spreading northward, 
and fanning out, along the pattern of 
previous hot and dry spells. 

By next year, they think, it could have 
spread as much as 200 miles to the north, 
reaching into eastern Kansas and Ne- 
braska. In July the drought area covered 
parts of Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Colorado, New Mexico and Texas. 

In Texas, Oklahoma, and Kansas alone, 
it was doing damage to some 8 million head 
of cattle, 5 million sheep and lambs, and 
about a million hogs and goats. 


With more corn on the way, the Agri- 
culture Department has announced that it 
is going to increase efforts to sell some 100 
million bushels of 1948 corn now in govern- 
ment hands. Much of the stuff is said to 
be threatening to “go out of condition”, and 
officials are offering it at 6 cents to 7 cents 
below market prices to cattle feeders. 

Difficulty from the feeder viewpoint is 
that the corn is being sold in bulk lots. 
Unless a carload can be purchased, there- 
fore, it is hard to get even when there is 
some in the area. Meantime, the grain 
trade has said that government offers are 
responsible for at least some of the weak- 
ness in markets. 

Be that as it may, Benson & Co. are 
hoping to get rid of at least half of their 
’48 supply during the current calendar 
year. 


Official Washington, from the White 
House to Capitol Hill, including the Agri- 
culture Department, is practically unani- 
mous in declaring that a truce won’t alter 
present government policies, or change 
basic economic conditions, at least for this 
year. Oris Wells, Chief of USDA’s Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics, thinks farm 
prices would be affected little, if at all. 

Size of production, speed of marketing, 
and demand, he says, will be chief factors 
affecting markets in coming weeks and 
months. 

Draft calls, government sources insist, 
won’t be eased by a truce beyond the re- 
duction already ordered by Defense Secre- 
tary Wilson. A truce, officials remind you 
in private, will be an uneasy one at best. 
Nobody can guarantee against more fight- 
ing in Korea. 


Farm labor experts see little reason to 
change their previous. prediction that 
there will be about 2 per cent fewer hired 
hands available to farmers this year. 


There are few visible signs in Washing- 
ton that Benson intends to use his new 
powers of reorganization to give USDA a 
drastic shake-up. The shake-out of high- 
level employees thought to be unsympa- 
thetic toward the new Administration is 
something else again. 

The Secretary has been moving effec- 
tively, but quietly, to close ranks. Follow- 
ing the traditional resignation of upper- 
crust political appointees in the Democratic 
regime such as Ex-undersecretary Clarence 
McCormick and former PMA Boss Guss 
Geissler, Benson has moved down the line 
to oust men more reluctant to leave. 

Since the forced removal of Claude Wick- 
ard, former REA boss, the REA’s No. 2 
man, William Wise, has been asked to 
leave. Others now out are Ivy Duggan, 
boss of Farm Credit under Brannan, and 
Fred Northrup, who was assistant manager 
of Federal Crop Insurance. 

Louis Bean, economic advisor to Demo- 
cratic Agriculture Secretaries, who already 
had been kicked downstairs by Benson, has 
now walked out of the door. He left the 
Department in July to open an office in 
Washington.

BEEF CONSUMPTION IS 
SETTING NEW RECORDS 


Americans are eating more beef now 
than at any time in history, reflecting cur- 
rent record beef supplies, and plentiful sup- 
plies of meat are expected for several 
months, Wesley Hardenbergh, president of 
the American Meat Institute, declares. In 
an address prepared for delivery at the 
annual meeting of the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board, he said: 


“For the first half of 1953, it is esti- 
mated beef consumption will amount to 
about 74 pounds, on an annual rate basis, 
compared with an annual rate of 58 pounds 
for the first six months of last:year, and is 
slightly above the record animal rate of 73 
pounds in 1909. 

“Total meat production for the year is 
expected to reach 23.7 billion pounds, up 3 
per cent over 1952, including an 18 per cent 
increase in beef and veal production and an 
estimated 10 per cent decline in pork pro- 
duction.”

end of the earth even unto the other, and 
there thou shalt serve other gods, which 
neither thou nor thy fathers have known, 
even wood and stone. And among these na- 
tions shalt thou find no ease, neither shall 
the sole of thy foot have rest: but the Lord 
shall give thee there a trembling heart, and 
failing of eyes, and sorrow of mind: 3 
And the Lord shall bring thee into Egypt 
again with ships.”

Stockmen in all parts of the country will 
probably see quite a few “fly-blown” an- 
imals this summer. Several different kinds 
of flies can cause trouble, although those of 
the “screw worm” family get the most pub- 
licity. Owners usually won’t be able to tell 
the exact variety involved, for many of the 


common “blowflies” look much like the 


“screw worm flies” that were once pretty 
much confined to the southern areas. The 
life cycle is much the same for all kinds of 
flies causing this particular kind of trouble. 

Eggs are laid in bleeding and dirty areas, 
with infestations appearing in wire and 
shearing cuts, castration, docking and de- 
horning wounds, and hind ends of animals 
suffering from diarrhea. The navels of new- 
born animals may be attacked, and eggs are 
often laid in or on the carcasses of dead 
livestock. Maggots hatch from the eggs in 
a short time, and immediately begin to feed 
on their surroundings. After a few days 
they drop to the ground and enter the pupal 
stage which may last from three days to

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much longer in cold weather. They then 
emerge as mature flies which may start lay- 
ing eggs of their own within a few hours. 
Since an entire life cycle can be completed 
in less than a week, and a single female is 
capable of laying around 1,000 eggs, con- 
siderable trouble can develop during the 
summer even when only a few flies are 
available as starters. 

Symptons are probably most noticeable in 
sheep, since these animals usually stamp 
their feet, twitch their tails and chew at 
wet, discolored “struck” areas. They are 
also likely to leave the rest of the flock and 
hide out while refusing to eat. A character- 
istic sweetish foul odor of decaying flesh is 
an infallible indication of the trouble in all 
species of livestock. Infested areas are al- 
ways inflamed and badly swollen, while a 
close examination will reveal the maggots. 
Sometimes they will be buried so deeply 
that only their tapered rear ends can be 
seen sticking up out of the flesh. Treatment 
is the same for all kinds of animals and 
flies. 

It begins with clipping of wool or hair 
from around the “struck” area to expose 
the maggots. Many of them will be removed 
with the clippings and can then be burned. 
Those that have buried themselves in the 
flesh can be killed with applications of ben- 
zene, chloroform, Smear 62, or the newer 
EQ335 recommended by the USDA. Healing 
will be encouraged if the dead maggots are 
removed from wounds. Treatment is finish- 
ed by the application of something that will 
help healing at the same time that it repels 
flies to keep them from laying eggs that 
will start trouble all over again. The Smear 
62 and EQ335 are both good for this pur- 
pose, while pine tar and iodoform are old 
remedies that are also effective. Regardless 
of what is used, treatment won’t prove near- 
ly so practical as preventive measures. 
You'll save both time and money this sum- 
mer if you'll do these things: 

1. Destroy dead animals promptly, prefer- 
ably by burning. Ordinary burial is useless, 
since a covering of earth doesn’t prevent the 
later hatching and development of eggs that 
are laid on carcasses before they’re buried. 
If actual burning is impossible, you’d better 
ask your local veterinarian or state livestock 
officials about quick lime or other chemical 
treatments that will kill blowfly eggs and 
maggots. 

2.. Feed animals carefully and control par- 
asites to decrease the danger of diarrhea 
which may make buttocks dirty. 

3. Be cautious about jobs like dehorning, 
branding, castration, docking and ear mark- 
ing. If they can’t be done out of fly season, 
resulting wounds should be treated regular- 
ly to repel flies. 

4. Use a suitable fly repellant on the 
navels of all newborn animals as soon as 
possible after birth. 

5. Inspect all animals every two or three 
days this summer and look for wounds that 
may need the application of repellants.

The United Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association gained its start some three years 
ago on the realization that a wider selec- 
tion of cattle, families, pedigrees and breed- 
ing was necessary to satisfy the growing 
demand of the average breeder and buyer. 
With this idea in mind, five already estab- 
lished breeders’ associations, which were 
able to supply individually on a small basis 
but who found that larger orders were hard- 
er to fill, gathered together and set up a 
United association which would be able to 
meet any market demand, Included in this 
group of associations are Lamoine Valley, 
Peoria, Bureau County, Chicagoland and 
Corn Belt. 


Here’s how the joint association works: 
If a breeder or buyer wishes to purchase 
stock at private treaty he is invited to con- 
tact the United association whose current 
officers are—Dr. W. L. Bowen, president, 
821 National Bank, Peoria; Bruce Bricker, 
vice president, McComb, and Kenneth Ham- 
ilton, secretary-treasurer, Brimfield. The 
association will then be able to direct the 
buyer to the proper farm or farms which 
will be able to supply the type of cattle and 
pedigrees that the individual is seeking. 
With over 8,000 brood cows available to 
make selections from, the group feels that 
any order can be filled. Although the asso- 
ciation was originally founded in an effort 
to meet large demands, it has since begun 
to emphasize quality for the smaller breed- 
er, their idea being one calf or a carload. 
And since their founding, over 12 such car- 
loads have been shipped by this progressive 
group. Should an individual member of the 
association be contacted first, and he is un- 
able to meet the demands of a buyer, the 
buyer is then turned over to the respective 
member association for a wider field to 
choose from.

Most recent development within the or- 
ganization is the scheduling of an annual 
production sale, the first one to be held at 
St. Charles, Illinois, on October 1st. This 
sale, through the use of several sifting com- 
mittees, is intended to produce the best in 
quality that the United association can offer. 
About 55 head will be offered in the sale in- 
cluding 5 bulls and 50 females. Each mem- 
ber association is allowed to nominate 20 
females and 2 bulls for selection by the 
United association. From this sifting by 
member associations, the United sifting 
committee then selects one bull and 10 fe- 
males from each individual association for 


the sale. With over 400 members in the five 
participating associations, the final selec- 
tions for the annual event should provide a 
wide variety of breeding and families as 
well as good individual quality.

FERTILIZERS AID 
ALFALFA IN SUMMER 

Start your August-September build-up 
of alfalfa fields now, as soon as your first 
cutting is harvested, advises Edward D. 
Longnecker, extension soil scientist at 
Michigan State College. 

One principal cause of unsatisfactory al- 
falfa yields in Michigan is lack of readily- 
available plant food in the soil, he claims. 
The 1950 agricultural census showed the 
average Michigan alfalfa acre yielded only 
a ton and a half of hay. Yields of twice 
and three times that amount are not un- 
common where plant food is availabie. 

This necessary plant food can be added 
to the soil any time during the growing 
season, Longnecker explains, but there is 
no better time than shortly after the first 
cutting. This provides for the important 
August-September build-up. 

This fertilizer application right after 
first cutting should increase next year’s 
yields more than nutrients put on in late 
summer, fall or early next spring, he notes. 

Farmers should not try to place fertilizer 
in the soil on established stands, the M. S. 
C. soil scientist warns, because discs of the 
drill will injure plant crowns; this might 
be a factor in spreading bacterial wilt. He 
advises broadcasting the fertilizer over the 
surface. 

On heavy clay soils, use 0-20-10 analysis 
fertilizer, Longnecker suggests. For light 
or sandy loams, he prefers 0-20-20, and 
0-10-20 or 0-10-30 are better adapted to 
light sands. Don’t skimp on quantity, he 
adds. Plan on at least 200 pounds per acre 
per year of this fertilizer.

PROOFING BINS AGAINST 

BIRDS, RATS ADVISED 

The only sure cure against rodents and 
birds contaminating grain is to have 
rodent-proof and bird-proof storages, says 
Don W. Hayne, Michigan State College 
zoologist. 

Rodents may be killed by poisons or 
traps, he adds, but it’s only a matter of 
time before their numbers increase again. 
In fact, he asserts, killing most of the rats 
and mice makes living much easier for the 
few survivors, or for animals that wander 
in. 

If you’re going to poison rats, Hayne ad- 
vises, remember that the pests must have 
poison almost every day until they are 
dead. He suggests using warfarin as the 
rodent poison most generally useful on the 
farm. He makes these points on its uses: 

1. Be sure the bait is exposed continu- 
ously where rodents can get it easily. 

2. The bait must be kept clean, palatable 
and attractive to rodents and kept away 
from other animals. And the bait must be 
inspected and renewed as long as rodents 
continue to eat it. 

3. Bait stations are best for exposing 
warfarin bait. A station may be a board 
fastened slantwise against a wall or a box 
with hinged lid and holes for the entrance 
of rats. One bait station should be placed 
at each center of rodent activity. 

When you’re mixing the bait, he advises, 
use this mixture: Corn meal (freshly 
ground, if possible), 65 per cent; rolled or 
ground oats, 20 per cent; powdered sugar, 
5 per cent; vegetable or mineral oil, 5 per 
cent; warfarin (0.5 per cent concentrate), 
5 per cent. 

Screening of all openings into grain 
storages, and covers for bins above which 
birds might roost, says Hayne, are by far 
the cheapest and safest ways to prevent 
contamination by birds.

OKLAHOMA BREEDERS 

Oklahoma Aberdeen-Angus breeders have 
lined up a series of eleven events to be held 
during the next ten months. The first, the 
annual field day sponsored by the Okla- 
homa Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Associa- 
tion, was held at Oklahoma A. & M. Col- 
lege, Stillwater, on June 13. 

Attendance was about 350, and it was 
one of the more successful state field days 
of recent years. 

Professors Lowell Walters and Robert 
Totusek of the A. & M. animal husbandry 
department started the program off with a 
type demonstration. Next came a five- 
class judging contest for 4-H, FFA, and 
adults, and discussion of the classes. The 
association was host at the noon lunch. 

Highlights of talks in the afternoon 
program included: 

Dean A. E. Darlow, Oklahoma A. & M. 
“The breeder of purebred cattle assumes an 
obligation to help raise the quality of grade 
cattle, and of purebred cattle if he can. He 
assumes an obligation to really sell cattle, 
meaning promotion of the breed.” 

Bill Hare, Oklahoma City National Stock 
Yards: “The cattle market these days is 
demanding good quality. The accent is on 
good-doing cattle. Consumers now want 
their meat to come from an animal that 
weighs 750-950 pounds when finished, 
rather than 1200-1400 pounds.” 

Jay Walker, Angus Valley Farm, Tulsa: 
“Meat-eating facilities in this country are 
growing. We do not have too many cattle, 
but our marketing and distribution are not

Prof. Leon S. Pope, Okiahoma A. & M.

keeping accurate records as well as the 
importance of having a thrifty set of breed- 
ing cows. In comparison he felt that one 
could over feed or starve himself out of the 
business. 

The health problem should be closely 
watched, Spitzer added, with an aim to pre- 
bleeding before vaccination so that animals 
would be eligible for entry into all states. 
Milk cows are a burden in a breeding es- 
tablishment, he stated, and should be dis- 
posed of in favor of good milking mothers 
—a characteristic which must be bred in.

WESTERN ONTARIO HOLDS 
FINE FIRST FIELD DAY 

A very successful first Field Day, fol- 
lowing an equally successful first sale ear- 
lier in the spring, was staged by the new 
Western Ontario Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association June 21st at the Pasture 
Farm of Colonel Douglas Weldon near Lon- 
don, Ontario. Despite the terrific heat the 


shade and attracted some breeze and the 
good sized crowd enjoyed all events in com- 
parative comfort. 

Cattle for the judging contest were 
brought in from several good Ontario herds 
—Don Edwards and T. Alex Edwards; the 
host’s Prospect Farm; Otto Zimmerman of 
Kerrwood; Jim Early of Kerrwood and 
George Wittington & Sons of Charing 
Cross. The judging contest was in charge 
of Bob Williams, manager of Great Oaks 
Stock Farms, Rochester, Michigan. 

The Great Oaks manager also spoke on 
the subject of pedigrees and gave some 
sound and practical advice. He pointed 
out that too much emphasis can be placed 
on pedigrees, rather than on individuality, 
but that a pedigree also gives us the only 
tangible evidence to evaluate the potentiali- 
ties of an animal.

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In a pedigree, Bob emphasized, all lines 
of descent are important. “Too many 
breeders are concerned only with the bot- 
tom line of a pedigree, which tells the fam- 
ily to which the individual animal belongs. 
But in evaluating an animal’s possibilities 
as a producer the middle lines are as im- 
portant as any.” The original idea of fami- 
lies as was started in Scotland early in the 
history of the breed was, and is, sound, he 
believes. But today too high a dollar value 
has been put on scarcity, or rarity, rather 
than the fact that a particular family of 
cows has produced worthy individuals. 

He pointed out that in a standard pedi- 
gree there are 32 names on the last line. 
But family faddists are concerned with only 
one line of the 32, the last line. Actually, 
he pointed out, the animal might have 
several females of the Blackcap family on 
these top 31 lines, but because the bottom 
line is Miss Burgess this is the part of the 
pedigree that gets the most attention. 

The speaker advised new breeders to buy 
proven lines of breeding and to study pedi- 
grees. A pedigree, intelligently evaluated, 
is like an analysis tag on a bag of feed—it 
gives the buyer an idea of what to expect 
in results. 

The Hon. William Watson, commissioner 
of agriculture for Ontario, presented a sur- 
vey of beef cattle conditions in Canada 
which showed that they closely follow those 
in the United States. 

Canadian prime beef cattle quotations 
jumped from $6.40 per cwt. in 1939 to 
$34.00 in 1951. At one time in 1952 Cana- 
dian beef prices were the highest in the 
world, with the result that American cattle 
were attracted to Canada in January of 
that year. But in February a year ago the 
appearance of foot and mouth disease com- 
pletely changed the picture. Marketing 
was at a standstill and a support board had 
to be set up establishing a $25.00 per ewt. 
floor, basis Toronto. With an American 
embargo on Canadian beef because of the 
outbreak it was necessary to slaughter for 
Great Britain and 130,000 head were 
bought under the price support plan. This 
necessitated a three way deal because it 
deprived New Zealand of a market in Brit- 
ain. The result was that the New Zealand 
frozen beef came to the United States. 

Mr. Watson pointed out that Canada’s 
population can handle only 20,000 cattle a 
week. “Above that there is a surplus. This 
is for all Canadian markets and slaughter 
points. And it must be remembered that 
this weekly amount is equal only to a big 
Monday run on the Chicago market.” 

While beef supplies are heavy currently 
in both Canada and the United States he 
reminded his listeners that the long-term 
world food situation indicates scarcities 
ahead. “The world population in 1800 was 
one billion people and increased to two 
billion a century later. By 1950 it was two 
and one-half billion and at the same rate of

With this trend in mind 
and with 50 per cent of the world’s re- 
sources centered in Canada and the United 
States, and with only 5 per cent of the 
world’s population, the chances of any long 
period of peace are rather remote.” 


The Western Ontario Field Day was held 
on the Pasture Farm of Colonel Weldon 
and Norman Thomas, pasture specialist 
with the Ontario Agricultural College, gave 
something of the history of this piece of 
ground. The 23 acres where the picnic was 
held has grazed from 30 to 42 head of cows 
and their calves each summer for the last 
seven years and has produced enough extra 
growth to allow mowing four times a year. 
The answer to this phenomenal forage pro-

duction he told his 


audience. 


So far the pasture has received a total 
of 2,250 pounds of fertilizer in yearly ap- 
plications. “But its potential peak pro- 
duction has not yet been reached. I would 
like to see the owner and manager here at 
Prospect Farm double the yearly applica- 
tion. I believe it would still pay a good 
return on the fertilizer investment through 
still greater production.” 

He cited the case of another good pasture 
in the Province where beef is being pro- 
duced on grass at a cost of 7 cents a pound. 
“Pastures to be renovated and improved 
should be plowed at the peak of their pro- 
ductivity, not when they are running out 
and are weedy,” he advised his audience.

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duced a bull calf in May of 1948. Although 


they didn’t especially want to sell her it 
was decided to put her in the 1948 El-Jon 
sale as an attraction. But like many other 
first calf heifers the Browns had trouble 
getting Elba Empress 56th taking her calf. 
To avoid trouble for a purchaser she was 
withdrawn from the sale, although cata- 
logued. The bull calf she was slow in 
acknowledging was to become the 1951 In- 
ternational grand champion. She had two 
other bull calves, one which sold for 
$20,000. She died a year ago. 

The El-Jon cow herd is small, purposely 
so. For this reason it is not practical to keep 
too many bulls around. So again, rather 
early in his life, Elban Bardolier 3d was 
available for sale. The choice was between 
the champion and his stallmate, a year old- 
er. The other bull sold and Elban was kept to 
follow his sire. Also because the Brown cow 
herd is small the champion has not been 
used too heavily. His sire is nine years old 
and still active and continues to see use on 
the cows on which he has nicked success- 
fully in the past. But while there are not 
many calves by the 1951 champion there 
are some good ones. Four heifers being fit- 
ted for the 1953 shows are a good example 
of the job he can do. 


Seeing Elban in his large paddock is a 
treat. A bull with a lot of natural fleshing 
and style he looks fresh enough to cam- 
paign again. While not a large bull he is 
definitely not a pony type. He is very deep, 
wide and strongly coupled and stands on ex- 
tremely short legs. He is a bull with plenty 
of bone and one that will fool weight guess- 
ers. He still looks every inch a champion.

ery year and every show is different. There 
is always a thrill in that final nod from the 
judges that signals a grand championship. 
And the greatest tenseness and biggest kick 
comes from an International purple. The 
victory of Eileenmere 1050th comes ir this 
category. 

A “middle of the road” type of bull Ei- 
leenmere 1050th was good from the time he 
was dropped. He is one of the few Angus 
bulls to win three consecutive firsts at the 
International. His first win was in 1948 as 
a senior calf. Standing next to him in class 
was Bardoliermere 2d, a stallmate who had 
given him trouble before. There were a lot 
of good bulls in Chicago that year: Prince 
Sunbeam 249th was senior and grand cham- 
pion; Eileenmere 1032d was reserve senior 
champion. Prince Sunbeam 328th won the 
junior and reserve grand championship; 
Prince Quality M. B. was reserve junior 
champion. That year the Tolans had junior 
and grand champion female with Eileen- 
mere’s Effie W. 

His first showing in 1948 was at the first 
All American Futurity, where he was first 
prize senior calf. However, later in the year 
was beaten at Illinois, Missouri, Ohio and 
the American Royal by h‘s stalimate, Bardo- 
liermere 2d, only to stage a come-back at 
Chicago. 

At the 1949 and 1950 National Angus 
Show Eileenmere 1050th was grand cham- 
pion and during the 1950 season was un- 
defeated as a two-year old.

On May 26, 1947, a senior bull calf sold 
for $30,000—a record price at the time for 
a bull of this age.

It 
shows him as a good-headed, straight lined 
calf but still in the awkward, growing stage. 
This bull calf was Eileenmere 1032d, who 
went on to win the 1949 International grand 
championship for Ankony Farm of Rhine- 
beck, New York. 

His sire was Eileenmere 500th, who had 
seven months before won the International 
purple for J. Garrett Tolan Farms. His dam 
was a double-bred Revolution 84th cow 
bought by the Illinois breeder in Indiana. 


Although he made Angus history the day 
he sold Eileenmere 1032d has made even 
more spectacular records in more recent 
years. At 14 months of age, and under the 
Ankony banner, he was reserve grand cham- 
pion at the 1947 Eastern National under 
Judge John Brown of Iowa; at the same 
show a year later, as a senior yearling, he 
was grand champion.

Still a comparatively young bull Eileen- 
mere 1032d has set an enviable record as a 
sire—an International grand champion son, 
an Eastern National grand champion fe- 
male, a Futurity grand champion female and 
numerous first prize sons and daughters. He 
seems destined to head a new Angus dynas- 
ty—the Ankonians. 

While “1032d” does a good job on any line 
of breeding his greatest son to date, and 
some of his best daughters, have been out of 
daughters of the 1940 champion, Glencar- 
nock Eric of Cremona. So were not sur- 
prised, when visiting Ankony, that Owners 
Allan Ryan and Lee Leachman have more 
than a dozen daughters of the old champion 
for the before-mentioned “magic cross.” In 
addition there is more than a handful of 
granddaughters of Glencarnock Eric being 
mated to the 1949 champion. The herd also 
contains 15 daughters of Wintonier 4th, the 
1941 champion, and 20 of Blackcap Barry.

“The idea isn’t original with 
me,” Lee Leachman explained. “I got it 
from the late Kenneth McGregor. He was 
an advocate of building capacity in brood 
cows by giving therm plenty of good rough- 
age as heifers. In this way they can be

good condition.” Certainly an economical and 
practical way of raising cattle, and typical 
of all Ankony operations. 

For contrary to general belief Ankony is 
not a millionaire’s plaything but a practical 
herd which must pay its: way out of cattle 
sales, When the present partnership was es- 
tablished Allan Ryan and Lee Leachman put 
their two moderate-sized herds together. 
“For current operating expenses $1,400 was 
put in the bank to the farm account,” Lee 
explains. “That is the only outside money 
that has gone into our operations. All the 
rest the cattle have paid for. Shortly after 
the partnership started we sold a bull at

PRINCE SUNBEAM 249th—1948 

It was a hot summer day in 1946 when 
two determined young men from Virginia 
descended on an Oklahoma Angus breeder. 
He had a young bull they wanted to buy. 
The owner didn’t want to sell—the bull was 
going to be used in the herd. Near the close 
of the second day the Virginians were still 
there, and still determined. Would the own- 
er price him at all? Yes, the price was 
$60,000, take it or leave it. 

This represented an all-time record price 
for a young beef bull. But it was quickly 
snapped up by R. H. Schlesinger, Jr., and 
B. A. Rucker, owner and manager, respec- 
tively, of Ellerslie Farm. Sam Fullerton of 
Sunbeam Farms, Miami, Oklahoma, had 
made a record sale and Prince Sunbeam 
249th started on the first of his long jour- 
neys. 

Showing in the 1946 International as a 
summer yearling Prince Sunbeam 249th 
stood third in class with the two bulls above 
him Bandolier 144th of Wilton and Eileen- 
mere 1000th. His showing in 1947 at Chi- 
cago Was an improvement. He was second 
prize senior yearling, with Bandolier of Don 
Head 19th beating him. This was the year 
that Master Prince of Sunbeam was grand 
champion. 

The 1948 International saw “249th” in 
near-mature form as a two-year old—wide, 
deep and flashy. His was not a walkaway 
victory in either his class, or in the cham- 
pionship classes, for there were a lot of 
good bulls out. His competition in class was 
Eileenmere 1000th. Other first prize win- 
ners figuring in the championship rounds 
included Eileenmere 1032d, Prince Sunbeam 
328th, Prince Quality M. B. and Eileenmere 
1050th. 

Prince Sunbeam 249th is royally bred. By 
Prince Sunbeam 100th, he by the Interna- 
tional champion Black Prince of Sunbeam 
and out of the International champion cow, 
Barbara of Rosemere 100th, the pedigree of 
“249th” also contains on the top lines the 
Chicago champions Black Peer of St. Albans 
and Playman of Sunbeam. His dam, Elba S. 
of Sunbeam, combined the blood of Prize- 
mere 32d and Eileenmere 15th. 

The “249th” has set three price records in 
his eight years of existence: his record price 
as a yearling; the $51,000 paid for him by 
Dr. Armand Hammer of Shadow Isle Farms 
in the Ellerslie dispersion—at that time a 
world-record figure for an Angus bull at 
auction, and in the past year the $100,000 
paid for a half-interest by M. & L. Ranch 
of Burnet, Texas—a world’s record price for 
a half interest. 

We had seen the 1948 champion several 
times at his former homes in Virginia and 
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New Jersey. But the most recent view was 
at his Texas part-time home. For “249th” i 
a bull that commutes by air. 

For his age he is one of the freshest look- 
ing bulls of the breed. In some ways it is 
too bad that the aged bull classes have been 
eliminated from our shows, For Prince Sun- 
beam 249th has the style, the walk and the 
thick, natural muscling of a younger show 
bull. He looks ready to go. 

As a breeding bull he has proved unusual- 
ly successful at Shadow Isle, although some- 
what overshadowed by Prince Erie of Sun- 
beam. In the 1951 and 1952 Shadow Isle 
production sales 57 of his sons and daugh- 
ters grossed over $275,000—an average of 
better than $4,800 per head. 

Despite its newness M. & L. Ranch, and 
its cattle, presents the air of a much older 
organization, A top cow herd has been as- 

sembled which numbers 225 head. All of the 
alidinegs are new for two years ago there 
was nothing but range where the headquar- 
ters buildings are now located, This section 
of Texas has done better in the matter of 
rain than the country south and west of 
Burnet. But co-owner Bill Ljungdah] showed 
that less dependence is being put on nature 
than in past years. Plentiful water is avail- 
able at the home ranch at around 250 feet. 
This is for pasture. At another ranch some 
miles away 700 acres is under irrigation. 
Here hay and grain is produced and part of 
the dry cows pastured. 

When Prince Sunbeam 249th was brought 
out of his cool quarters in the new show 
barn he looked every inch a champion, Fol- 
lowing him was a bull that was also an eye- 
resting kind. He was Prince 39th of Shadow 
Isle. One didn’t have to be told that he is a 
son of “249th”. The champion really stamp- 
ed him. Dam of Prince 39th of Shadow Isle 
is a Hartley Eline daughter of Le Baron 
Epponian. 

EILEENMERE 500th—1946 

The “old man” of our International cham- 
pionship line-up is 11 years old. But he still 
shows that mellowness of hide and deep, red 
muscling that made him famous and which 
he passes on to his championship sons and 
daughters. 

His breeding record stamps him as one of 
the greats of the breed. The International 
champion bulls of 1949 and 1950 were his 
sons; the 1952 champion was a grandson. A 
daughter was International grand champion 
in 1946, the year her sire won the breed’s 
most coveted awards. This was Blackcap 
Tolan 150th. Six times in six years sons and 
daughters of Eileenmere 500th have been in 
the winning get-of-sire group in Chicago. 
Space does not allow the naming of first 
prize winners and champions of other shows 
that have been sired by the mighty “500th”. 

It is a fortunate thing for the breed that 
artificial insemination is available today. 
Three years ago the “500th” suffered a leg 
injury which would make natural service 
limited and dangerous. As it is his useful- 
mess as 4 breeding bull is unimpaired. De- 
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spite a slight lameness he gets around his 
paddock in majestic form. 

He is, as breed followers know, a son of 
Eileenmere 85th, International champion in 
1935. The “85th” was a grandson of Eileen- 
mere 15th, the 1929 champion. His dam was 
Edwina 7th G. M., a cow bought by Garrett 
Tolan in Missouri and whose sire went back 
to Black Belmore and Belford, breeding 
which made the Bell Boy strain of cattle 
known. This purchase, as we remember it 
the cow cost under $500, is typical of many 
of the dams of Garrett Tolan’s champion- 
ship cattle. The Sage of the Sangamon has 
always had a great eye for picking great 
brood cows in the rough, If they were good 
enough as individuals it usually followed 
that their breeding also would do. For it has 


been a case of the individual first and then 
take a look at the pedigree. 

There are in the Tolan herd some 50 
daughters of Eileenmere 500th of breeding 
age. The Tolans would like more, and will 
have more if “500th” continues active, but 
keeping them on hand is hard in view of the 
demand for them. 

Because of the war years Ejileenmere 
500th had no chance in the show ring in his 
younger days. When the bars were lifted in 
1946 his major shows were the Royal and 
the International, Because of the show ban 
during the war age limits were lifted for 
that year. Eileenmere 500th when he won 
the Chicago purple was a four-year old and 
had already proven himself as a prepotent 
sire.

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que Chicago Market trends 


ESPITE the ever-declining prices, cat- 
Di: feeders marketed a huge supply of 
cattle at Chicago during the month of June. 
Total arrivals at 200,000 head were the 
biggest for any month in seven years and 
it was the heaviest June volume since the 
drouth days of 1934, standing the second 
largest for any June since 1927. 

Cattle have been moving into slaughter 
channels in record volume since shortly 
after the first of the year and a decline 
in prices has been the rule during all of 
this time. The month of June was no ex- 
ception. Despite the decline in prices, the 
daily marketing of cattle was at a high 
level throughout the month of June. Not 
only were fed cattle marketed in liberal 
supply, but the trade included a sizable 
run of grass cattle, supplies of these in- 
creasing daily as the month wore on. It 
was estimated that approximately 37 to 
40 per cent more cattle were slaughtered 
by commercial firms in the three-month 
period of Aprii to June this year than 
during the same period in 1952. For the 
January to June period it was estimated 
that the increase averaged a little better 
than 30 per cent. Naturally, the supply of 
grain fed steers and heifers was high, but 
sizable numbers of grass cattle have al- 
ready been marketed. The slaughter of 
cows has been up less than other classes. 


As has been expected, the heavy slaugh- 
ter and lower retail prices for beef has 
lifted the per capita consumption of meat 
to new recent high levels and it is expected 
that the 1953 per capita use of bill will 
reach or slightly exceed the record of 73 
pounds set in 1909, and, in face of the light 
hog supply there is a possibility that the 
total average consumption of all meats in 
1953 will exceed the 1952 average of 144 
lbs. by four pounds. 

With the daily receipts of cattle stand- 
ing at a high level during the month of 
June it was little wonder that sellers were 
unable to stem the decline in prices in face 
of the sharp increase in the amount of beef 
being consumed daily. The decline in live 
cattle prices has kept wholesalers and re- 
tailers in their toes as they followed each 
decline in live prices with price concessions 
at wholesale and retail levels. But the con- 
suming public was just unable to keep pace 
with this unloading of beef and further 
price concessions were made as beef price 
dipped to new recent low levels. Toward 
the end of the month the weather over 
much of the country east of the Mississippi 
river became extremely hot, and this re- 
duced meat selling at retail to a temporary 
low level as consumers turned toward 
lighter eating habits.

Losses in cattle prices at Chicago during 
the month of June were extremely uneven 
and sharp, grain fed steers losing 50¢ to 
$1.50 while price cuts in the supply of grass 
cattle ranged from $4.00 to $6.00, much of 
the decline coming late in the month when 
a heat wave set in. The decline has sent 
the top steer price to a new recent low. 
The $25.50 price in June standing the 
lowest cattle top since July, 1946, when the 
OPA held sway and kept cattle prices at a 
low level. 

During June it was noted that the supply 
of big cattle was beginning to taper off 
and many cattle feeders with some big 
steers wanted to hold over their cattle as 
they awaited price rises, but the desire to 
salvage all that was possible was instru- 
mental in holding cattle supplies with 
weight at a fairly high level. 

It is a fact that there is no danger of a 
cattle shortage in the near future, but it 
appears that the steady marketing of cattle 
has cut into the number of cattle on feed 
in the cornbelt and it is true that the aver- 
age weight of cattle coming to market now 
is slightly below those of the past few 
months, and only a modest supply of big 
weights is expected in the next couple of 
weeks. 

The decline in fat cattle prices at Chicago 
and other market centers has reduced the 
demand for thin cattle and the market for 
stockers was an extremely dull and sharply 
lower affair. Outlet was very narrow at all 
times and the buying side was extremely 
price conscious and prices during the month 
of June dipped unevenly $3.00 to $6.00 per 
ewt. Despite much of the decline buyers 
were reluctant to move into the session and 
it was not until late in June that some 
slight improvement was noted. 

For the sixth consecutive month prices 
for hogs were higher in June as the market 
for hogs, with the exception of packing 
sows was higher in June than it was in 
May. Because of the set-back in sow prices 


and the sharp rise in the percentage of 
packers in the receipts, the average price 
for the whole month was down from May, 
the first time since December that this 
price failed to show a gain. Range of prices 
widened rapidly during June, due partly to 
the wider spread in butchers and the wider 
range in packing sows, but mainly to the 
bigger share of sows in receipts. 

The 1953 spring pig crop. totaled 
50,726,000 head, a 10 per cent decrease 
from last spring, the department of agri- 
culture reported late in June. The number 
of sows farrowing this spring was 12 per 
cent below 1952 and the number of pigs 
saved was a new all-time record. For the 
coming fall crop, reports on breeding inten- 
tions indicate a total of 5,054,000 sows to 
farrow, five per cent below the number 
farrowing last fall. The combined 1953 
spring and fall pig crop is now expected to 
be about 84 million head. This would be 
eight per cent below 1952 and 11 per cent 
below the 1942-51 average. 

The number of pigs saved in the spring 
season of 1953 is estimated at 50,726,000 
head. This is 5,631,000 head or 10 per cent 
smaller than the spring crop last year and 
is the smallest since 1948. It is 12 per cent 
smaller than the 10 year average. Com- 
pared with 1952, the spring pig crop is 
smaller in all regions. 

Pigs saved per litter figured at 6.81, the 
highest on record for the spring pig crop. 
This is three per cent more than the previ- 
ous spring high of 6.64 pigs saved in 1952. 
Weather conditions over most of the im- 
portant hog producing states were very 
favorable during the spring farrowing sea- 
son and rising hog prices encouraged better 
care. 

Hog producers continued the _ trend 
toward earlier farrowing which began 
January 19, 1949. The monthly distribu- 
tion of farrowings in 1953 spring season 
shows an increase in the percentage of lit- 
ters from January through March and de- 
creases in December, April and May.

COST AT $5.60 PER TON 

Many farmers are interested in feeding 
legume-grass silage because it produces ef- 
ficient weight gains, but they’re also in- 
terested in whether it’s worth the cost of 
putting it up. 

G. R. Carlisle, livestock specialist in the 
Illinois College of Agriculture, reports that 
one DeWitt county farmer put up a stack 
of clover-timothy silage last summer at a 
cost of $5.60 a ton. 

His costs included buying a field of 
standing hay, hiring it chopped and hiring 
most of the labor used in putting it into 
the stack. 

Thirty acres of hay at $15 an acre cost 
him $450. Machine hire for cutting at $5 
a load cost $375, and his labor cost another 
$106.50. Gasoline, electricity for pumping 
water, fencing and limestone for the base 
of the stack added another $112, bringing 
the total cost to $1,043.50. 

The stack was round, 33 feet in diameter 
and 10 feet high. On the basis of weights 
usually figured for corn silage, the stack 
contained about 185 tons of silage. Di’ id- 
ing this into the total cost shows the cost 
per ton to be about $5.60.

Professor Glenn S. Bratcher, a member 
of the faculty of the animal husbandry de- 
partment of Oklahoma A. & M., Stillwater, 
has been appointed head of the college de- 
partment of animal husbandry.

His teams’ winnings include 1st 
at the American Royal in 1946 and 1950, 
1st at the Southwestern Exposition in 1953, 
1st at the Oklahoma City contest in 1947, 
1949, 1951 and 1952, and 1st at the Interna- 
tional Livestock Exposition in 1948. Miss 
Minnie Lou Ottinger, Hydro, Oklahoma, 
member of the 1952 team, was high indi- 
vidual at the International.

Angus exhibitors at the Pan-American Live- 
stock Exposition during the first twelve 


days of the State Fair of Texas’ 1953 run, 
October 10-25. 

“The international market is the logical 
result of a 5,000-mile, 2-weeks flying tour 
of Mexico that State Fair officials, breed 
association representatives and newsmen 
made last spring,” Ray W. Wilson, manager 
of the Texas fairs livestock department, has 
explained. 

Officials making the tour discovered that 
Mexicans were eager to inspect and to buy 
North American breeding stock. They dis- 
covered, too, that Mexicans prefer to buy 
such stock in the fall, when the fair is at 
its height.

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ers had made definite promises and plans to 
attend the Pan-American show, that at least 
three of the delegations will be led by the 
governors of their states. 

“Their coming here gives State Fair a 
golden opportunity to establish an interna- 
tional clearing house in Dallas that will pro- 
vide United States cattlemen a shot at the 
vast, untapped livestock markets of Mexico, 
Central and South America,” he continued. 

“In the past, State Fair consistently has 
been host to many Central and South Amer- 
ican cattlemen, This year, we are sending 
out more than 5,000 personal invitations, to- 
gether with promotional literature, to live- 
stock leaders in all Central and South 
American countries.” 

In addition, the Texas fair is mailing 
thousands of letters to United States breed- 
ers asking them to attend the Pan-American 
in order to realize the fullest benefit from 
the new audience. 

During the Pan-American proper, October 
10-21, the fair will maintain a registration 
desk and a Pan-American headquarters for 
visiting cattlemen. The fair will make every 
effort to bring the visitors and United 
States cattlemen together. Spanish-English 
interpreters will be present for the benefit 
of those who speak only one of the two 
languages. 

Pan-American also will feature tours of 
Southwestern ranches for the visiting Cen- 
tral and South Americans. Another major 
improvement in the fair’s 1953 show will be 
an increase in the time cattle will be on 
exhibition. 

“Instead of the customary three or four 
days, when each breed is showing, all cattle 
will remain on exhibition for the full twelve 
days of the Pan-American,” Wilson said. 

“This increase in time will raise the spec- 
tator-audience number from 600,000 persons 
in the past to more than 2,000,000.” 

Still another major improvement of direct 
benefit to exhibitors is the construction of 
a modern, 200-bed, fireproof dormitory over 
the cattle barns. The new structure will pro- 
vide quarters where cattle attendants can 
live comfortably and still be near their 
charges. 

The Aberdeen-Angus premium money in- 
cludes $3,360 put up by the State Fair of 
Texas and $1,500 put up by the breed asso- 
ciation. Aberdeen-Angus exhibitors, more- 
over, will have a shot at the special herds- 
men awards amounting to $500, which State 
Fair has posted for the open competition. 

The fair’s beef cattle shows, October 10- 
21, call for the black beauties to hit the 
judging ring at 9 a. m., Wednesday, Oct. 14.

The University of Missouri has estab- 
lished a system of management that points 
to greater efficiency in the use of good 
quality roughage and pasture in the pro- 
duction of beef.

With wages soaring ahead of beef prices, 
production workers in general manufactur- 
ing are able to purchase nearly twice as 
much round steak and rib roast today for 
one hour’s work than they could during the 
heights of “prosperity” in 1929, the Ameri- 
can Meat Institute reported today. 

“Except for the period from May 11, 1942 
to October 15, 1946,” the Institute explain- 
ed, “when OPA ceilings fostered such wide- 
spread ‘black market’ operations that it was 
impossible to quote reliable and realistic na- 
tional average prices or consumption figures, 
beef prices today in respect to wages are 
the lowest they have been in history. 

“Figures developed by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics show that a production 
worker today can purchase 2 1/5 pounds of 
round steak as compared to 1 1/ 5 pounds for

The average permanent pasture in the 
mid-west is only producing half as much 
forage as it should, according to a Univer- 
sity of Illinois agronomist. 

E. D. Walker lays much of the blame for 
the present problem to the fact that soil 
treatment on pastures is commonly ignored. 

Many people still have the idea that pas- 
turing preserves or even builds up soil fer- 
tility, Walker says. But pasture is a crop 
like corn, small grain and soybeans, so the 
same general practices that build up yields 
of rotated crops will work for worn-out 
permanent pastures. 


Returning the manure can return part 
of the plant food, but not the part that 
walks off the field as bone, milk and meat, 
Walker points out. A thousand pounds of 
beef, for example, contains half as much 
nitrogen as a 50-bushel corn crop, about the 
same amount of phosphorus and 25 times 
as much calcium.
